meeting, Supervisors Susan 
Leal and Carole Migden both 
spoke in favor of the resolu¬ 
tion. Leal, speaking as a les¬ 
bian of color, said the HRC 
seat was not Lumpkin’s right, 
but a privilage, and called for 
his removal. 

An attempt to table the 
resolution by Supervisor Bill 
Maher — with support from 
Supervisors Annemarie Con¬ 
roy, Tom Hsieh, and 
Kennedy — failed. 

Conroy left the chambers 
rather than to participate in 
the debate, saying that the is¬ 
sue had pitted lesbians and 
gays and African-Americans 
against each other. She failed 
to appear for a vote on the 
resolution. 

“It was really hard to stand 1 
there and listen to Kennedy,” 
said Jerry Windley, aide to 
Supervisor Angela Alioto. “It 
was really hard to hear her 
justify hatred as a religious 
expression. There’s no rele¬ 
vance to her argument. 

“This has nothing to do 
with the fact that Lumpkin is 
an African-American,” Wind- 
ley told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Saying that “anyone who 
preaches such hatred” has no 
place in “consensus govern¬ 
ment,” Migden told the Bay 
Area Reporter, the Board is 
now on record as wanting 
Lumpkin removed. 

“Enough already. We 
made our point on the record 
that he should be removed. 
Now, it’s time to move on,” 
she told the B.A.R. 

At one point, comments 
from the public in the cham¬ 
bers forced Alioto to order 
the chambers cleared. She 
failed to use her prerogative 
as president of the Board to 
have the sergeant-at-arms lo¬ 
cate Conroy, and escort her to 
the Chambers to vote on the 
issue. 

The Board passed Halli- 
nan’s resolution by a vote of 
eight to one. 

Supervisor Kennedy was 
the only member of the 
Board to vote in support of 
Lumpkin. Supervisor Sue 
Bierman was on vacation. 

Mayor Jordan called the 
Board’s resolution “a futile 
exercise” and denounced the 
board for “attempting to in¬ 
terject itself in a matter out¬ 
side of its purview.” 

Jordan said that Lumpkin 
will not be removed and that 
Lumpkin’s service has been 
exemplary on the HRC. 

The calls for Lumpkin’s 
resignation are supported by 
lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
missioner Jeanette Lazam and 
gay Commissioner Lawrence 
Wong. ▼

Friday Named to

Holding two Bibles — one 
from the Mormon faith and 
one from the Protestant 
Christian tradition — in her 
upraised hands, Supervisor 
Willie Kennedy defended Hu¬ 
man Rights Commissioner 
Reverend Eugene Lumpkin 
during the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors meeting on Monday, Au¬ 
gust 16. 

“If you’re prepared to vote 
against Reverend Lumpkin, 
which of you are prepared to 
throw this Bible in the 
garbage can?” Kennedy asked 
her colleagues. 

Kennedy made the com¬ 
ments during the Board’s con¬ 
sideration of a resolution by 
Supervisor Terence Hallinan, 
calling for Lumpkin to re¬ 
move himself from the Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission be¬ 
cause of his anti-gay religious 
beliefs. 

Hallinan’s resolution, pre¬ 
viously heard in committee 
with extensive public testimo¬ 
ny, also called on Mayor Jor¬ 
dan to remove Lumpkin if 
the African-American pastor 
of Ebenezer Baptist Church 
failed to resign. 

Lumpkin has been under 
fire by some members of the 
lesbian and gay community, 
including many African- 
Americans, for his controver¬ 
sial remarks last month to a 
local reporter about gay 
rights issues. 

In those comments Lump¬ 
kin said that “homosexuality 
was an abomination unto 
God” and that he had con-

cerns about “special laws” to 
protect members of minority 
groups from discrimination. 

Lumpkin has repeatedly 
insisted that he has not shown 
an anti-gay bias in his voting 
record on the Commission, 
and last week voted in sup¬ 
port of a resolution reaffirm¬ 
ing the HRC’s commitment to 
equal rights and non-discrim¬ 
ination for all racial and sex¬ 
ual minorities, including 
African-Americans and les¬ 
bians and gays. During the

Slain priest Ronald Maupin 
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Suit Alleges Male 
Rape at Emporium

A 21-year-old gay man has 
filed a civil suit against Em¬ 
porium Capwell, alleging that 
he was sexually assaulted in 
the bathroom of the compa¬ 
ny’s Market Street store last 
January. 

The young man also says 
he stabbed the perpetrator in 
the scrotum in order to pre¬ 
vent ejaculation during the 
sexual assault. 

The suit was filed in San 
Francisco Superior Court on 
August 3 by attorney Scott 
Gursky on behalf of the 
young man who was only 
identified as John Doe in 
court documents to protect his: 
identity. 

“On January 11, 1993, 
Plaintiff was shopping at Em¬ 
porium. At or about 1 p.m., 
plantiff went to Emporium’s 
first floor men’s rest room 
and entered a private stall to 
relieve himself,” Gursky 
states in the liability and per¬ 
sonal personal injury suit. 

“During the course of re¬ 
lieving himself, Plaintiff no¬ 
ticed an unidentified individ¬ 


ual observing him through 
the space between the stall 
wall and stall door,” the suit 
continues. 

As Doe was leaving the 
stall and unlocked the stall 
door, the man forced his way 
into the stall and forced the 
victim to orally copulate him, 
Gursky alleges. 

During the assault, Doe 
managed to pull a penknife 
out of his jacket and stab the 
assailant in the scrotum, and 
as the rapist backed off Doe 
kicked him. The assailant 
then fled the scene. 

A police report was filed 
in the incident, Gursky told 
the Bay Area Reporter, but 
the client has suffered post- 
traumatic stress disorder 
from the attack. 

The incident was immedi¬ 
ately reported to Emporium 
security and Doe also unsuc¬ 
cessfully reviewed mug-shots 
with San Francisco police in¬ 
spectors, in hopes of identify¬ 
ing the perpetrator. 

“He’s bouncing back pretty 
well, but he was obviously 
shaken by the incident,” 
Gursky said. 


Gursky said that one of 
Doe’s major concerns is that 
he might have been infected 
with HIV from the assault. 

“We don’t yet know,” 
Gursky said. 

Gursky said that Empori¬ 
um Capwell attorneys have 
not yet answered the suit, 
which was filed after repeat¬ 
ed attempts to determine 
whether the store — located in 
a high crime zone — had ade¬ 
quate security in the rest 
rooms to prevent the incident. 

In the suit, Doe alleges “on 
information and belief’ that 
the Emporium knew that fre¬ 
quent illicit sexual activities 
took place in the store’s first 
floor bathroom, that there 
was serious potential for dan¬ 
ger, and that the store failed 
to take steps to make the Em¬ 
porium safe and secure and to 
deter “such reasonably antic- 
ipative criminal conduct.” 

Doe is suing for general 
damages, for medical and re¬ 
lated expenses, loss of wages 
and for punitive damages. 

No monetary sum is set for 
punitive damages in civil 
suits. ▼ 


Neo-Nazi Admits 
To '87 S.F. Killing

A self-professed white 
supremacist who is accused of 
killing a North Shore plastic 
surgeon in Chicago, and who 
has claimed in court he killed 
San Francisco hair stylist 
Frank Ringi in 1987, is sched¬ 
uled to undergo psychiatric 
evaluation this week to deter¬ 
mine his fitness for trial. 

Jonathan Preston Haynes, 
34, Rockville, Maryland, is ac¬ 
cused in the August 6 shoot¬ 
ing death of Dr. Martin Sulli¬ 
van, 68, in the doctor’s Wil¬ 
mette, Illinois, office. Haynes 
allegedly made an appoint¬ 
ment with Sullivan under a 
false name and shot the doc¬ 
tor as he entered an examin¬ 
ing room. 

Haynes, who drives a 
Volkswagen Beetle, has said 
he was on a mission of racial 
purification and had targeted 
plastic surgeons, contact lens 
makers and hair dressers who 
“feed off Aryan beauty” by al¬ 


tering other people’s charac¬ 
teristics. 

When Cook County Circuit 
Judge Michael Jordan ordered 
Haynes to undergo psychi¬ 
atric evaluation, the defen¬ 
dant said he “would appreci¬ 
ate not being found mentally 
incompetent by a Jewish doc¬ 
tor.” The report is due at the 
end of the month. 

Haynes worked as a 
chemist for the Bureau of Al¬ 
cohol, Tobacco, and Firearms 
at its Maryland lab until last 
March, when he decided to 
head for Chicago. 

The San Francisco chapter 
of the Anti-Defamation 
League said it has been aware 
of Haynes since 1987. 

“Our files yielded informa¬ 
tion about Haynes acquired 
through previous ADL inves¬ 
tigations,” said Michael Sand¬ 
berg, the league’s Midwest 
civil rights director. He said 
the information has been of¬ 
fered to investigators of both 
the Haynes and Ringi slay¬ 


ings. 

The ADL said it has a 
copy of an envelope post¬ 
marked October 1987 bearing 
a return address for “Jon 
Haynes” in San Francisco and 
addressed to David Mc- 
Calden, then of Manhattan 
Beach, a leading figure in the 
Holocaust-denial movement. 

On the envelope, Mc- 
Calden made a notation read¬ 
ing: “I met this guy. He’s an 
intellectual [Nazi] type. About 
24-25. He might be worth 
working with. He’s at [San 
Francisco] State.” Haynes re¬ 
portedly graduated from San 
Francisco State University in 
January 1990. 

Earlier this week, ADL 
made public an April 1991 let¬ 
ter by Haynes addressed to 
“Dear White Racial Com¬ 
rades,” offering a book of his 
Nazi-inspired artwork. In the 
letter, Haynes said: “Like our 
Fuhrer, I’ve got the soul of an 
artist.” ▼

California Supreme 
Court Agrees To Study 
Local Gay Rights Laws

The California State 
Supreme Court this week an¬ 
nounced it will review three 
lower court decisions that in¬ 
validated the San Francisco 
Human Rights Ordinance. 

The ordinance, among oth¬ 
er things, gives lesbians and 
gays the right to sue for re¬ 
dress of anti-gay discrimina¬ 
tion in employment and hous¬ 
ing. It was ruled invalid earli¬ 
er this year by the San Fran¬ 
cisco Superior Court, which 
ruled the state preempts the 
private right of action. 

In making the decision, the 
court relied on a 1993 Califor¬ 
nia Court of Appeal decision 
that held the Los Angeles Hu¬ 
man Rights Ordinance was 
similarly invalid. 

“It’s good news,” said 
American Civil Liberties 
Union staff attorney Matt 
Coles, of this week’s an¬ 
nouncement. “The Court will 
look squarely at the issue.” 

According to Coles, that le¬ 
gal issue is whether local ju¬ 
risdictions have the right to 
pass civil rights legislation, in¬ 
cluding non-discrimination in 
employment and housing 
laws or whether, as the Supe¬ 
rior Court ruled, doing so ille¬ 
gally infringes upon preroga¬ 
tives held by Sacramento. 

Lawyers who defend em¬ 
ployers against anti-bias 
charges can and do currently 
argue that the state law 
AB2601 preempts city anti- 
discrimination ordinances — 
even though no state legisla¬ 
tion specifically provides pro¬ 
tection against anti-gay bias in 
employment and housing. 

“I’m delighted that the 
Supreme Court has decided 
to hear these extraordinarily 
important cases,” said San 
Francisco City Attorney 
Louise Renne. 

“Along with the ACLU 
and the individual plaintiffs, 
our office has fought to up¬ 
hold the city’s laws protecting 
victims of discrimination 
based on sexual orientation,” 
Renne said. 

Legal briefs explaining the 
merits of the argument by the 
plaintiffs must be submitted 
by September 8; the Court 
must hear oral arguments in 
the review within 90 days. ▼ 
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Hate Crimes Skyrocket in SoCal 

In June, after Clinton Compromise, Targets Are Gays, Lesbians, MCC

Hate crimes against les¬ 
bians and gay men skyrocket¬ 
ed in Southern California this 
July, following President Clin¬ 
ton’s compromise on lifting 
the ban against homosexuals, 
according to Roger Coggan, 
director of the Anti-Violence 
Project for the Los Angeles 
Gay and Lesbian Community 
Services Center. 

The total number of physical 
assaults logged by the Center 
for the calendar year 1992 was 
57. But in July of 1993 
alone, the recorded assaults 
jumped to 22: 11 involving a 
weapon, and 15 that required 
stitches, hospitalization, or 
other medical attention. 

Clinton’s “waffling and ca¬ 
pitulation” on gays in the mil¬ 
itary “fanned the flames of 
bigotry. The military policy 
says the only good gay or les¬ 
bian is silent and celibate. If 
we are visible we don’t de¬ 
serve government protection,” 
Coggan said. “The best way 
to end hate crimes is to end 
legally-sanctioned discrimina¬ 
tion.” 

He added that the real inci¬ 
dence of hate violence is high¬ 
er than the numbers released, 
since victims frequently fail to 
report hate crimes, additional¬ 
ly, law enforcement agencies 
may be reluctant to take hate 
crime reports. This was the 
case with a series of incidents 
at the Los Angeles-area 
Metropolitan Community 
Church (MCC) Church in the 
Valley, according to the Rev¬ 
erend Sherre Boothman. 


”$10 Four Gay Lifes” 

The first incident occurred 
on July 18 when Boothman 
was in Arizona for MCC’s na¬ 
tional convention. When she 
returned on July 28, the 
church janitor showed her a 
sign he found outside the 
church, which read “$10 Four 
Gay Lifes Reward.” 

That night, or early on the 
morning of July 29, the 


church was broken into. 
Doors were broken and some 
electronic equipment was 
stolen, although cash was left. 
But the most frightening part, 
Boothman said, was that “ev¬ 
ery single church file had 
been gone through.” 


The cops never showed 

The North Hollywood divi¬ 
sion of the LAPD was called. 
The callers were told it was 
not a hate crime but some¬ 
body would come out any¬ 
way. “Of course they never 
showed up,” Boothman said. 

Five days later, on August 
3, a group of women were 
painting the outside of the 
church when a white panel 
truck displaying a public util¬ 
ities commission license num¬ 
ber sped through the parking 
lot three times. When the 
truck left, a maroon car drove 
by “very fast, screaming ‘fag¬ 
got’ at the women,” Booth- 
man said. It took several calls 
to get through to the police, 
who still refused to take a re¬ 
port. 

That night someone fired 
shots outside the church. 
Boothman saw a maroon car 
pulling away. The next morn¬ 
ing Boothman alerted Gay 
and Lesbian Police Advisory 
Task Force co-chair John Fer¬ 
ry, whom she credits with 
getting the police to finally 
take three hate crime reports. 

“The scary part of it is that 
we’ve received two reports 
from people on our mailing 
list,” Boothman said, although 
she can’t confirm a direct cor¬ 
relation. A man called a Stu¬ 
dio City member saying he 
was working off a photo¬ 
copied mailing list and need¬ 
ed an updated address. The 
church member didn’t com¬ 
ply. The second incident oc¬ 
curred August 7, when four 
“skinheads” drove into the 
driveway of a Pomona Valley 
churchmember. They left as 
she was calling police. 

Boothman believes that 
lesbian and gay church mem¬ 


bers are particularly vulnera¬ 
ble since religious bigots be¬ 
lieve that being a gay Chris¬ 
tian is “blasphemous.” “The 
way some people interpret 
the Bible,” she said, “is that 
they have a right to kill us.” 

North Hollywood was the 
scene of two other known re¬ 
cent hate crimes, said Coggan. 
On July 20 two brothers 
“kicked and punched” a gay 
man who was visiting a 
friend. But when the police 
came, after being called by el¬ 
derly neighbors, the brothers 
said the gay man had solicited 
them. It was the gay man 
who was led off in handcuffs. 

The following week the 
same two brothers pounded 
on the friend’s door, calling 
him “faggot.” One brother, ac¬ 
cording to a report filed with 
the Center, said, “come out or 
I’ll get my gun.” The incident 
was taped by one of the elder¬ 
ly neighbors. After extensive 
coaxing, the neighbors have 
agreed to be witnesses, but 
the police are still reluctant to 
reclassify the incidents as 
hate crimes. 


”We don't go for that here'' 

In yet another incident, 
Redlands resident William 
Cowan claims that he and 
two friends were physically 
accosted outside a donut shop 
on July 8 by several men 
yelling “faggot.” One had a ri¬ 
fle. When the police arrived 
they refused to take a hate 
crime report, Cowan says, 
quoting one officer as saying, 
“We don’t go for that silly stuff 
out here.” 

But Cowan persisted. Fi¬ 
nally the police took a hate 
crime report. However, Cow¬ 
an says he’s been told by an 
attorney friend “to lay off’ 
and “not make a big deal” out 
of the incident because the 
police are angry and “may set 
you up.” 

A frightened Cowan is 
seeking legal representation. ▼

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Gay Man Prematurely Cremated

The Rector of Trinity 
Episcopal Church charges 
that the San Francisco Public 
Administrator bungled the 
disposition of the remains of 
a local gay man, and homo¬ 
phobia is to blame. 

The Reverend Robert 
Cromey said that after Dr. 
Jack Lee died at St. Francis 
Hospital earlier this month, 
the San Francisco College of 
Mortuary Science, Bill Al- 
gieri, Lee s lover of 15 years, 
and Cromey agreed to pay to 
have Lee’s body cremated 
and would pay the costs. 

But because Lee was indi¬ 
gent, and because he had no 
surviving relatives except a 
son he had not seen in two 
decades, the case was as¬ 
signed to the Public Adminis¬ 
trator’s office and his remains 
were turned over to the coro¬ 
ner’s office for handling. 

After the legally-required 
search for assets and relatives, 
which was unsuccessful in lo¬ 
cating Lee’s son, the disposi¬ 
tion of the remains was 
turned over to the coroner’s 
office by the Public Adminis¬ 
tration, according to Cromey 
— without notifying Algieri or 
Trinity or the mortuary — af¬ 
ter which Lee’s remains were 
summarily cremated. 

“Bill wanted to see Jack’s 
body for a last look before the 
cremation. He was denied 
that opportunity by the action 
of these bureaucracies,”

Cromey said. “Would this 
have happened if the de¬ 
ceased and his lover were 
straight?” 

Administrative Coroner 
Joseph Surdyka of the San 
Francisco Medical Examin¬ 
er’s Office told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the incident 
was “an unfortunate adminis¬ 
trative error” by the Public 


Administrator’s office. 

“If we had known, it 
wouldn’t have happened. If a 
friend of long standing was 
going to handle having a 
memorial arranged and a cre¬ 
mation, they could have gone 
ahead,” Surdyka said. 

But because there was an 
absence of notification about 
Algieri’s wishes, and that the 
cremation and disposition had 
been arranged elsewhere, the 
coroner’s office had Lee’s 
body cremated. 

Cromey told the Bay Area 
Reporter that the issue un¬ 
derscores the unfairness of 
the treatment of lesbians and 
gays: if the couple had been 
heterosexual and married — 
or if gay marriages were rec¬ 
ognized — there would have 
been no question that the sur¬ 
viving spouse’s wishes would 
have been followed. 

“Bill was with his lover for 
15 years. There was just no 
reason for this. I’m really out¬ 
raged over this. I’m really 
pissed off,” the reverend said. 

Public Administrator Ri¬ 
cardo Hernandez told the 
B.A.R. that the incident was 
not the fault of the Public Ad¬ 
ministrator’s office, but of the 
Coroner’s office — and that all 
his office does is to search to 
find assets of the deceased. 

By law, Lee’s ashes may 
be held by the coroner’s office 
for one year, pending a claim 
by relatives — but Cromey 
says because Algieri is the 
only survivor, he can pick up 
the ashes for .the cost of Lee’s 
final disposition: $447.73. T

Grobeson Returns to LAPD 

Mitch Grobeson, the former Los Angeles police sergeant 
who won a lawsuit alleging he was discriminated against be¬ 
cause he is gay, returned to that city’s police force Thursday, 
August 12. 

Grobeson, 34, began his first day of work at the West Los 
Angeles police station, saying lesbians and gays are “an un¬ 
tapped resource” and “a force to be reckoned with.” 

Grobeson had resigned in 1988, alleging he was harassed by 
fellow officers, denied promotions, and even placed in grave 
physical danger, because of his homosexuality. 

He had worked the past five years for the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Department, but decided to return to the LAPD when the 
city agreed in February to pay $770,000 to Grobeson and two 
other gay officers and to promote and recruit homosexual of¬ 
ficers. 

Grobeson said he is confident Chief of Police Willie 
Williams, who replaced Daryl Gates at LAPD after Grobeson 
left, will create a better atmosphere for lesbians and gays and 
will not tolerate discrimination. 

Grobeson said he hopes ten percent of the department’s 
new recruits will be gay or lesbian. ▼ 


Tregor Moves to Hate 
Crime Clearinghouse

One-time program director 
for Community United 
Against Violence, Jill Tregor, 
has been appointed the exec¬ 
utive director of Intergroup 
Clearinghouse. 

The agency gathers hate 
crime statistics from more 
than 80 local community 
agencies that track incidents 
and serve as client advocates 
for people who have been vic¬ 
tims of such crimes. 

The agency, which has 
been moribund for several 
years, sponsored historic hear¬ 
ings on hate violence in 1989 
at the San Francisco Human 
Rights Commission. IC has 
also developed a comprehen¬ 
sive local hate violence reduc¬ 
tion program, including a 
bias-free school program that 
it will launch in eight San 
Francisco public high and 
middle schools schools in 
September, according to Tre¬ 
gor. 

The schools, including 
James Lick and Lincoln High 
School, began to train student 
advocates and establish their 
own Human Rights Commis¬ 
sions, modelled after the the 
city’s HRC, to address hate vi¬ 
olence issues. 

Tregor said the local ef¬ 
forts included students, par¬ 
ents, teachers, and interested 
community groups, and that 
Intergroup is committed to 
keeping innovative programs 
up and running, despite fund¬ 
ing difficulties that, for now, 



make her the project’s only 
staffer. 

An expert on police policy 
and hate violence, Tregor was 
previously the spokesperson 
for Planned Parenthood of 
San Mateo County. 

“Intergroup offers a 
tremendous chance to join a 
working coalition of groups 
which share the experience of 
being targets of hate,” she 
said. 

“I’m really delighted to be 
in a position that is building 
bridges between the queer 
community and other minor¬ 
ity communities affected by 
hate violence. I think it’s real¬ 
ly important. 

Tregor says that the thrust 
of her work at IC is to help 
coordinate a unified response 
to hate violence issues by 
community based agencies 
and to provide consultation 
and training. T

Bill Clinton: Not Our Friend

What has happened to Bill Clinton? Was he always a per¬ 
fidious, pernicious little sneak; a jerk living in a totally clue- 
free zone; a butt-kissing mercenary, anxious and willing to 
sniff the most powerful posterior in his sphere; or a bigot 
with gay-hostile feelings lurking beneath the surface?

Obviously, any pope is a symbol: sometimes of goodli¬ 
ness and holiness, and sometimes of intractible, antiquated, 
baseness. This particular pope is the one whose Council for 
the Preservation of the Doctrine of Faith (everything is 
baroque in the Vatican, even the titles) declared homosex- 
uality “inherently evil.” It cannot be dismissed as a coinci¬ 
dence that he visited the only state to have made a similar 
official pronouncement, Colorado. 

And it cannot be lightly dismissed that our president 
gave at least tacit approval to both by his being there. 

When Clinton fled Washington to avoid the masses of 
lesbians and gays who had flocked there to celebrate their 
lives and what felt like a new beginning; when he back¬ 
tracked on his promise to eliminate all anti-gay bias in all 
federal hiring; when he capitulated on the matter of allow¬ 
ing homosexual status to continue to be a disqualifier in the 
military: these are the memories that flooded back when 
Clinton announced how “thrilled” he was to be meeting the 
pope that fans Operation Rescue’s poisonous flame. We 
wondered how a president could turn his back on the mil¬ 
lions of lesbians and gays who voted him into office. And 
then he left Colorado. 

And then he returned. 

The second time Clinton went to Colorado was not for 
some putatively governmental event (the pope being, tech¬ 
nically, the Vatican’s official potentate) but for a vacation: 
Mr. and Mrs. First Family (and Impressionable First Daugh¬ 
ter) Go To Hell. 

At that moment, the Colorado boycott crashed into 
flames. 

From now on, Traditional Values Coalitions meeting 
across America are able to say there is no boycott of the 
hate state: even Bill Clinton, who their minions like to dene- 
grate as a “pot-smoking, womanizing, draft-dodging, gay-lov¬ 
ing liberal,” takes his family there for fun. 

It is hardly as if Clinton had no other options; as if there 
weren’t 49 other states of which he is also president; as if 
he didn’t know.

It’s obvious that the euphoria we felt when Clinton was 
elected was as much a hoax as the Star Wars missile test. 
We never had a friend in there. Now we know that, and we 
can go back to the way it was when Bush and Reagan were 
in there. 

Take nothing for granted. 

Assume you’re being lied to. 

Network, protest, write, call, bitch. 

And remember. Always remember. ▼ 



NIAID: A View from Within

In September, 1987,1 became Deputy Direc¬ 
tor of the Division of AIDS (DAIDS) at the Na¬ 
tional Institute of Allergy and Infectious Dis¬ 
eases; in late June I was named Acting Director 
following the resignation of Dan Hoth, who left 
NIH to join private industry. Several months 
ago, it was suggested that others might find a 
brief article on my personal experience work¬ 
ing “in the belly of the beast” (a phrase bor¬ 
rowed from AIDS activist Mark Harrington) in¬ 
teresting. I can’t possibly write about it all, so 
I’ll focus on a few of the highlights which have 
provided me with the greatest personal and 
professional challenges and rewards. 

Our job at DIAIDS is to fund others all 
around the world to do research and to oversee 
their efforts at it. It is a very big program in 
dollars (annual budget approximately $330 mil¬ 
lion), as well as in scope. We have lead respon¬ 
sibility for NIH’s efforts in both treatment and 
vaccine research and development, plus all of 
the basic biomedical and epidemiological re¬ 
search underlying those two areas. DAIDS is 
a fascinating and exciting place to work be¬ 
cause we are literally at the center of a large 
majority of the country’s biomedical research 
on HIV and because we have an absolutely in¬ 
credible staff. I have never encountered such a 
committed and hard working group of people 
in my life. 

I have memories enough for several careers 
but some stand out for the intensity of feelings 
around them. Not surprisingly these tend to be 
associated with our “hot spot” — the clinical tri¬ 
als program. My first two years in DAIDS 
were focused mainly on working with the orig¬ 
inal Division staff on the formidable task of 
getting the AIDS Clinical Trials Group up and 
running. It was a time of fantastic excitement 
because we all knew that we were engaged in 
a historic enterprise of international impor¬ 
tance. It was also hell because everyone want¬ 


ed immediate results; we were subject to con¬ 
tinual, blistering criticism from activists; con¬ 
stant Congressional hearings seemed to detract 
us from our “real” work; and we couldn’t at¬ 
tract enough new staff to get ahead of the 
burn-out resignations. Dan Hoth describes that 
time as having to go to battle while we were 
also still building the battleship. I’m not fond 
of war metaphors, but this one was on the 
mark. The ship, however, was launched and 
has proven itself seaworthy. 

In 1988-89, people with HIV began to de¬ 
mand greater access to all stages of the devel¬ 
opment, conduct, and analysis of clinical trials. 
They argued that they had a perspective which 
was at least as important to the success and rel¬ 
evance of our research as those of the scientists 
and administrators in charge. The arguments 
were compelling, and I was asked to take the 
lead in working with a small group of treat¬ 
ment activists to create a mechanism for this 
involvement. I was abruptly thrust into the role 
of mediator, since there was much (though 
hardly universal) resistance to change by the 
research establishment, and a lot of hostile 
rhetoric and unrealistic demands by the ac¬ 
tivists. Playing the middle man on this issue 
was both gratifying and unbelievably stressful. 
On the positive side, people with HIV, AIDS 
activists, and AIDS researchers have dramati¬ 
cally changed the concept of the role of the 
participant/subject in clinical trials, and people 
with HIV are now an integral part of an open 
process. Furthermore, that change is moving to 
other fields of clinical research, including can¬ 
cer and Alzheimer’s disease. The process has 
also brought ethnic minorities and women into 
the system, an exceedingly important accom¬ 
plishment. 

I am very proud to have had a role in this 
fundamental change, but I have also gained my 
most painful scars in the process. At the peak 
of the conflict in May, 1990,1 was persona non

I would more readily have pursued equal 
status under the I.R.S. or under Social Security. But 
You brought the topic up. You told me that “with the 
stroke of a pen ...” and you lied to me. 

The promise of America has been shattered again, 
and for me, perhaps finally.

Religion and Gays 

This is in response to J. Banbeck’s request (B.A.R. 
letters, Aug. 12). 

Tyrannical governments (fascism, communism, eta) 
and tyrannical religions (Moslem, Christian, etc.) have 
promoted hatred toward gays for the same reason, 
which is: that an out-of-the-closet gay community is 
difficult to control. 

In his dialogue on the subject of gay love (Sym¬ 
posium, Pausanias’ speech), Plato wrote: 

“In countries ruled by tyrants ‘the custom [of gay 
love] is held to be dishonorable because [gay] love is 
inimical to tyranny ; for the interests of tyrants require 
that their subjects should be poor in spirit; and that 
there should be no strong bond of friendship or society 
among them. Our Athenian tyrants learned this by ex¬ 
perience; for the love of Aristogeiton and Harmodius 
had a strength which undid their power.” (The gay 
lovers Aristogeiton and Harmodius were credited by 
the ancient Greeks with bringing down the last of the 
Athenian tyrants and the establishment of democracy.) 

“Therefore the ill-repute into which these [gay] at¬ 
tachments have fallen is to be ascribed to the evil con¬ 
dition of those who make them ill-reputed; that is to 
say, to the self-seeking of the governors and the cowar¬ 
dice of the governed.” 

It should be observed that homophobia among 
straights is a learned rather than an innate condition. 
Non-homophobic societies such as ancient Greece and 
the Native Americans, were not ruled by tyrants nor 
were their religions homophobic. 

I think that the emergence in recent years of gays 
from the closet (in the western world) has been made 
possible not only by the collapse of such homophobic 
tyrannies as fascism and communism but also by the 
increasingly rapid decay of Christian power and 
control.

Are There No Good Politicians?

Demand for the Rand Corporation 
Study 

The following letter was sent to Secretary 
of Defense Les Aspin, The Pentagon, 
Washington, D.C., on August 2, 1993: 

As you know, there have been several Congressional 
requests for the release of the recently completed Rand 
Corporation study on the ban on gays and lesbians ser¬ 
ving in the armed forces. Despite these requests, your 
Department refuses to make the study available. No 
justification for this refusal has been given. 

Department of Defense reauthorization bills are 
currently scheduled for floor action in the House and 
Senate this week. Both House and Senate bills con¬ 
tain provisions that purport to codify the Pentagon’s 
recently announced revised policy on gays and les¬ 
bians in the military. 

We believe that further Congressional consideration 
of those provisions would be ill-advised in light of the 
Pentagon’s refusal to release the Rand Corporation’s 
findings. The Rand study was commissioned by the 
Department of Defense and completed at a cost of $1.3 
million to U.S. taxpayers. 

Based on reports in the Navy Times and The New 
York Times — reports that have been verified to us 
by whistleblowers with a thorough knowledge of the 
Rand study — we know that the Rand Corporation 
experts could find no substantive basis for maintain¬ 
ing the existing ban. The Rand findings also cast 
serious doubt on the wisdom of adopting the revised 
policy. 

If the Congress codifies the revised policy based on 
insufficient and inaccurate information, the policy will 
lack credibility both with the public and the courts. 
Therefore, we again urge you to release the Rand Cor- 
portion study in the interest of making Congressional 
debate on this issue as expeditious and as well in¬ 
formed as possible.

Same-Sex Marriages in Hawaii

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Democrats Look Warily to '94 
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W hen Vice President 
A1 Gore voted re¬ 
cently to break a 
50-50 tie on the 
floor of the U.S. Senate as the 
pivotal vote to pass President 
Clinton’s economic program, 
the razor-thin victory for the 
administration signaled the 
troubles some Democrats 
might have in next year’s off- 
year congressional elections, 
particularly in the Senate. 
While many economists and 
Washington-watchers (even 
some top Republicans) expect 
that the economy will likely 
improve before the 1994 elec¬ 
tions, and the President’s ap¬ 
proval polls are expected to 
rise as well, history shows 
that being from the party in 
the White House more often 
than not hurts contenders for 
Senate and House seats in 
mid-term elections. 

Because of that historical 
fact, coupled with another — 
that the Republicans have 
only 13 senate seats to defend 
next year compared to 21 for 
the Democrats — some feel 
that it is conceivable that the 
GOP could, although it is un¬ 
likely, take control of the U.S. 
Senate after next year’s elec¬ 
tions. With the Republicans 
winning the special Senate 
election in Texas last month, 
the GOP needs to pick up 
only a net gain of seven seats 
next year to take control. 

In Washington this week, 
Don Foley, executive director 
of the Democratic Senatorial 
Campaign Committee, admit¬ 
ted that “1994 has the poten¬ 
tial for being a very difficult 
year for the Democrats, par¬ 
ticularly in the Senate.” 

The question facing some 
Democratic senators up for 
re-election next year is 
whether they should run 
away from, or with, the Clin¬ 
ton administration. In Califor¬ 
nia, incumbent Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein is one of those 
who, could, though it appears 
quite unlikely, be in re-elec¬ 
tion trouble if faced, with a 
well-financed “moderate” Re¬ 
publican. This, as I said, ap¬ 
pears unlikely because Fein¬ 
stein’s personal popularity re¬ 
mains unusually high and the 
state Republican machinery 
in this state has a propensity 
for shooting itself in the foot 
by repeatedly putting up ul¬ 
tra-conservative, right-wing 
candidates that even some 
Republicans cannot vote for. 

An example of this is their 
Congressman William Dan¬ 
nemeyer, the right-wing, anti¬ 
gay, anti-choice bigot from 
Orange County, who is in fact 
the only announced Republi¬ 
can to take on Feinstein to 
date. The state Democratic 
party, to be sure, would like 
nothing better than to end up 
with a kook like Dannemeyer 
as Feinstein’s November op¬ 
ponent next year. Other Re¬ 
publican candidates will no 
doubt enter the GOP primary 
for the unenviable chance to 
face Feinstein next year, but 
the incumbent Senator looks 
for the moment, at least, very 
safe for re-election. In fact, the 
Democratic party machinery 
is hoping that with the popu¬ 
lar Feinstein at the head of 
the ticket, she could be help¬ 
ful in carrying other party 
statewide nominees — like 
Kathleen Brown, the front¬ 
runner for governor, and 
Arlo Smith, the probable At¬ 
torney General nominee — to 
victory with her. Democratic 
prospects to win Senate seats 
in other states, however, do 


not look as promising. 

The President’s party has 
gained Senate seats only 
three times since World War 
II (in 1962, 1970 and 1982) and 
unless President Clinton’s 
popularity goes up dramati¬ 
cally within the next year, 
some of those. 21 seats now 
held by his party could go Re¬ 
publican next year. Democrat¬ 
ic incumbent senators who 
voted for the President’s eco¬ 
nomic package last month, 
and now find themselves in 
serious political problem in 
their home states for it, in¬ 
clude Senator Charles Robb 
of Virginia (who will proba¬ 
bly be opposed by Republi¬ 
can Oliver North); Donald 
Riegle of Michigan (who will 
probably face that state’s pop¬ 
ular incumbent GOP gover¬ 
nor); Dennis DeConcini of 
Arizona; Frank Lautenberg of 
New Jersey; Kent Conrad of 
North Dakota; and even long¬ 
time incumbents Ted Ken¬ 
nedy of Massachusetts and 
Robert Byrd of West Vir¬ 
ginia. 

Although it is not likely 
that the Republican party can 
take the necessary seven seats 
(since at least three or four 
GOP incumbents running are 
thought to be in political trou¬ 
ble as well) next year’s con¬ 
gressional races will be very 
interesting. President Clin¬ 
ton’s success, or lack of same, 
will most likely become the 
issue in most, if not all, of the 
33 U.S. Senate races across 
the country next year. 

From where I sit, the only 
“safe” bets are probably Di¬ 
anne Feinstein in California 
and Ted Kennedy in Mas¬ 
sachusetts; all other seats are 
up for grabs, and don’t bet 
any of the egg money on it, 
but the Republican party 
could possibly control the 
U.S. Senate in January of 
1995. Think about that one 
for awhile: Bob Dole, Strom 
Thurmond, and Jesse Helms 
holding the purse strings and 
controlling the legislation of 
this country?

Look for a hard-fought 
campaign locally in Novem¬ 
ber when voters choose be¬ 
tween Proposition X, which 
would provide for getting rid 
of local officeholders’ expense 
accounts (the so-called 
“Friends of’ accounts) entire¬ 


ly, or Proposition W, which 
would reform the current 
laws and set limits on how 
much politicos can raise; it 
looks to me that if the tough 
Prop. X were to pass, it 
would mean that only the 
very wealthy could run for of¬ 
fice in this county, and I think 
it’s a bad idea.

Statewide, on the Novem¬ 
ber 2 special election, Propo¬ 
sition 172 makes real sense; 
this would make permanent a 
temporary half-cent sales tax 
that is already in place (enact¬ 
ed back in 1991); the proceeds 
would be earmarked for local 
public safety programs and 
deserves to pass. We’ll talk 
more about the other local 
and state propositions as it 
gets closer to election day, 
but these two in particular 
(Prop W locally and Prop. 172 
statewide) deserve our votes. 

District Attorney Arlo 
Smith, one of the town’s most 
popular politicos, has en¬ 
dorsed Neil Eisenberg over 
the incumbent City Attorney; 
Eisenberg, incidentally, has 
hired a gay man, former 
Stonewall Demo Club presi¬ 
dent Steve Kline, as his cam¬ 
paign manager. 

In Marietta, Georgia, some 
500 gay and lesbian activists 
and arts officials rallied this 
past weekend against a Cobb 
County resolution condemn¬ 
ing homosexuality; the county 
Board of Commissioners 
there approved legislation last 
week attacking gays after two 
residents of the Atlanta sub¬ 
urban community complained 
about a local production of 
Terence McNally’s Lips To¬ 
gether ; Teeth Apart, a play 
with no gay characters, but 
which is set in a gay resort. 
(Do we see, perhaps, the fine 
hand of Senator Sam Nunn at 
work here?) 

In some of his most power¬ 
ful rhetoric ever, Pope John 
Paul II, appearing in Denver 
last week, barely mentioned 
the sexual misconduct of 
some of the Catholic church’s 
priests (which appears to be 
on a sharp uprise) but railed 
on and on against abortion, 
which he called “the slaughter 
of the innocents,” as well as 
artificial birth control and

T hose of you familiar 
with the music of Jane 
Siberry will remember 
that one of her best 
early songs was called “Writ¬ 
ers are a Funny Breed.” The 
saying itself may well be true, 
but sometimes when I sing 
along with the song’s main 
chorus, I change the words to 
“Dykes sure are a funny 
breed.” It’s been a motto I’ve 
lived with well during the last 
few years. 

How else to explain our 
need to process every last de¬ 
tail to death? To painstaking¬ 
ly submit ourselves to the 
evils of consensus or the 
claustrophobic collective in 
political organizations? Or to 
be capable of the curious cre¬ 
ation of “The Dyke Fund?” 

At first when I picked up 
the blue flyer explaining the 
policies of “The Dyke Fund” 
I thought it was a joke. The 
seriousness of its tone, howev-

er, proved it could only be 
true. Self-importantly touting 
itself as “Volume 1, Number 
1 ,” this one-page manifesto 
says we lesbians need to “re¬ 
examine our claims to the 
money we get from working 
hard.”

The Dyke Fund newslet¬ 
ter explains that its fund is

member the Dyke Fund 
when they bleed, set their 
clocks forward, examine their 
breasts, and change the oil in 
their cars.

You can also de¬ 
posit a monthly gift in the 
Dyke Fund bank account. 
Never mind the starving kids 
in Africa, folks, let’s help a 
dyke buy the “book, tape, [or] 
any luxury item” she might 
be craving. Welcome to the 
wacky world of lezzie looni¬ 
ness, guys. 

When you get down near 
the end of this appalling ap¬ 
peal, you’ll be amazed to be 
informed that besides your 
hard earned money, these 
gals also want you to send 
them a new logo for their 
newsletter, your “thoughts,” 
and even “a sense of humor.” 
Seems like they sorely need 
the latter, but I’m sorry to 
say, girls, that this cannot be 
sent in the mail.

At the Whiptail 

Of course, for all my sour- 
puss attitude, the one thing I 
appreciate most in other 
women is initiative. That’s 
why I like the motto of the 
new Whiptail Lizard Lounge, 
which goes something like, “If 
you don’t like what we’re do¬ 
ing, or you want to see some¬ 
thing different here, DO IT.” 

As many of you will know, 
a group of women has been 
trying to get the Whiptail to¬ 
gether for a number of years. 
The current locale is right in 
the Castro next to Hot ‘N 
Hunky and is open Saturday 
and Sundays from 11 a.m. to 
11 p.m. One day I passed by 
there and two women who I 
didn’t know smiled and called 
at me to come on in. Al¬ 
though I was on my way 
somewhere and couldn’t, I 
found their friendliness re¬ 
freshing in a community full 
of attitude, mine included. 

This Saturday night Whip¬ 
tail is having a benefit, and all 
monies raised will go directly 
to keeping the place going. 
This includes providing a 
space for meetings, perfor¬ 
mances, and for something 
called “PMS night,” where 
only chocolate and coffee are 
served.

The sixth mini-master¬ 
piece to come from this ex¬ 
tremely talented Canadian, 
this may be Siberry’s best ef¬ 
fort ever. While quirky Jane’s 
last album, “Bound By The 
Beauty” had the overwhelm¬ 
ing exuberance of a Great 
Dane puppy, her stuff can 
also pitch itself out into ex¬ 
perimental left field. Both a 
bit endearing, but occasional¬ 
ly alienating, too. 

Happily, When I Was A 
Boy suffers no such fates. It’s 
as if Jane had suffered some 
sort of spiritual and romantic 
re-awakening before heading 
into the studio. No typically 
Siberry-ish ballads about 
dogs, trains, lost cows, or taxi¬ 
cabs here. 

Instead, surprisingly sweet, 
slightly strange songs about 
angels (with k.d. guest-starring 
on “Calling All Angels”), love, 
love, and more love. Most 
compelling is the lavishly lush 
and captivatingly compelling 
“Love is Everything.” Groovy 
stuff from an under-appreciat¬ 
ed, thoroughly great artist. So 
go get it, girls, and enjoy. ▼

John Laird Keeps His 
Assembly Race Upbeat

John Laird brought a com¬ 
bination of voter confidence, 
liberal convictions, and vigor¬ 
ous campaigning to a gay ral¬ 
ly on his behalf when the gay 
city councilman and two-time 
mayor of Santa Cruz ad¬ 
dressed a Mid-Peninsula audi¬ 
ence August 11. Speaking at a 
Menlo Park reception co-host- 
ed by Palo Alto attorney Au¬ 
drey Covener and San Mateo 
County Board of Education 
trustee Rich Gordon, Laird 
discussed his intentions, ide¬ 
als, political expertise, and 
monetary needs if he is to 
win the August 31 primary 
election in the 27th Assembly 
District. 

Laird’s position as the first 
openly gay politician running 
for state office has made his 
candidacy vital to all gay Cal¬ 
ifornians, so his audience, al¬ 
though not all voters in the 
27th District, were all sub¬ 
stantial contributors and ea¬ 
ger to hear him. Laird’s 
speech detailed not only his 
qualifications for the office 
but also the strength he has 
gathered and his major goals 
for this next stage in his polit¬ 
ical career, information he ex¬ 
panded in an interview with 
the B.A.R. 

“I believe it is most impor¬ 
tant to send to the Legislature 
a candidate who will break 
common stereotypes of gay 
people!” Laird emphasized. 
Evidence from his career to 
date supports that belief. 
Open about his gayness from 
the start in the early 1980s, he 
was first elected to the Santa 
Cruz City Council with the 
highest majority for such a 
seat in the city’s history. In 
1983, his Council colleagues 
chose him to be the city’s 
mayor, a post he repeated in 
a later term. 

Laird was candid about 
the personal reward of those 
victories. “During the 70s,” he 
recalled, “I went through a 
period of questioning my 
identity. These political suc¬ 
cesses on my own as a gay 
man proved my acceptance 
and made me more comfort¬ 
able with who I am.” 

If elected, one of Laird’s 
long range goals will be to 
initiate a gay rights bill that 
would be even stronger than 
AB101, the one vetoed by 
Governor Pete Wilson, and 
much stronger than AB2601, 
its ultimate replacement. In 
this struggle, he feels he can 
count on legislators of proven 
strength, such as John Vascon- 
cellos, Terry Friedman, and 
Henry Mello. 

Fully cognizant of both the 
needs of the 27th District and 
of the state as a whole, Laird 
is set to tackle problems and 
needs that will affect all. Be¬ 
cause his district includes 
Fort Ord, now being closed in 
the downsizing of the military 
across the nation, the candi¬ 
date sees improvement of the 
Monterey Bay economy as vi¬ 
tal. He strongly supports the 
establishment of a state uni¬ 
versity at Ord as one measure 
toward re-invigorating the re¬ 
gion’s economy. Rank and file 
confidence in his ability to 
achieve that goal is demon¬ 
strated by his support by the 
Santa Cruz County Labor 
Council. 


Closely allied to that mea¬ 
sure is Laird’s concern with 
the current state of public ed¬ 
ucation. He is dead set against 
the proposed pupil voucher 
system coming up on the 
November ballot statewide, 
because he believes it would 
promote economic and social 
class divisions. His position 
got him the support of the 
California Teachers Associa¬ 
tion. 

Anti-smoking legislation is 
also high on his list for two 
reasons: improvement of pub¬ 
lic health and reduction of 
special interest power in leg¬ 
islative action. Linked to that 
objective is general election fi¬ 
nance reform. 

Ironically, Laird cites a fel¬ 
low liberal Democrat as his 
probable strongest opponent. 
“It’s a subtle message,” Laird 
explains about the television 
ads and direct mail literature 
of Gary Patton, a Santa Cruz 
County Supervisor, who 
prominently features his fam¬ 
ily in his promotions. 

However, independent an¬ 


alysts of television advertising 
calculate that Laird is ahead 
in the field now. 

Laird and his campaign 
chairman Jim Alford are con¬ 
centrating on Laird’s proven 
competency, issues, and goals 
— messages they are getting to 
the public via television, di¬ 
rect mail, mall tabling, and 
door-to-door solicitation. They 
calculate that the cost will be 
$175,000, and they need to 
raise $60,000 more in the final 
stages of this campaign. 

Laird points out that he 
has over 5,600 endorsements 
now. One of the more influen¬ 
tial ones was strongly voiced 
at the rally by Anna Eshoo, 
freshman Representative to 
Congress. “It takes much 
courage for people to run for 
office,” she averred, “but it 
takes even more courage for a 
gay man or lesbian to run.” 

Eshoo asserted that be¬ 
cause the California Legisla¬ 
ture is the most prominent in 
the nation, Laird will draw 
much more attention in office 
than would be the case else¬ 


where. “Each one of you will 
be carried along with him,” 
she pointed out.

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Black Lesbians and Gays Get To 
March in Chicago Parade - Finally

CHICAGO — Controversy 
behind them, the Proud Black 
Lesbians and Gays quietly 
and happily took their place 
in line between a high school 
marching band and a Nation¬ 
al Guard Unit, and shared a 
day of glory with mostly sup¬ 
portive crowds along the Bud 
Billiken Parade route Satur¬ 
day, August 14. 

“I cried, I have to admit, 
walking down the street, lis¬ 
tening to 99.9 percent of the 
people applauding us,” said 
Karen Hutt, PBLG co-chair. 
“That speaks well to the 
black community’s ability to 
embrace its own diversity. It’s 
something I’ve always known, 
but an activity like this had to 
prove it.” 

After their struggle to gain 
admittance to the back-to- 
school parade, including filing 
a complaint with the Chicago 
Human Relation Commission 
and mediating with parade 
organizers, the members of 
PBLG agreed the effort was 
well worth it. They were met 
with only a handful of boos 
from onlookers. The rest of 
the feedback came in the 
form of waves and cheers 
from the crowd of about one 
million who gathered to cele¬ 


brate the back-to-school pa¬ 
rade on the South Side. 

“It went better than we 
could have hoped for,” said 
Lisa Marie Pickens, a mem¬ 
ber of PBLG. “People 
cheered us on. Some people 
actually came out and made 
testimonials directly to us, ei¬ 
ther about having a brother 
or a son who was gay. One 
woman said ... an important 
point was that we were hu¬ 
mans too and had a right to 
be there.” 

For the members of 
PBLG, who were 40-strong in 
the parade, marching was sig¬ 
nificant because black gays 
and lesbians had stepped for¬ 
ward to establish a dialogue 
within the community. 

“I definitely think it raised 
people’s awareness,” Pickens 
said. “They weren’t expecting 
us to look just like them. Intu¬ 
itively, they know that, but 
for some reasons the stereo¬ 
types cloud things. I think it 
was the beginning of break¬ 
ing down some of those 
myths that are promoted 
about us.” 

After they were initially 
denied acceptance into the pa¬ 
rade in early July, PBLG 
members filed a complaint 
with the city of Chicago alleg¬ 


ing that Chicago Defender 
Charities violated the public 
accommodations provision of 
the city’s human rights ordi¬ 
nance when it denied them 
permission to march. The 
charities are a subsidiary of 
the Defender, Chicago’s 
black newspaper. 

In the letter denying the 
PBLG permission to march, 
Parade Coordinator Michael 
Brown cited “time, space, and 
manpower constraints” as the 
reason for their rejection. 
Since the Defender’s decision 
was made public, Brown gave 
the media a variety of expla¬ 
nations of those constraints. 
In a July 21 article, Brown 
told the Chicago Tribune 
that the parade had reached 
capacity before the group ap¬ 
plied. The parade application 
states, “Parade positions will 
be assigned based on the date 
registration form is received 
in our office.” 

' 'Clear cut discrimination'' 

However, at a press confer¬ 
ence held before the human 
relations complaint was filed, 
PBLG presented what they 
called proof of discrimination 
and evidence contrary to 
Brown’s statement. In addi-

Log Cabinites 
To Open National Office

PHILADELPHIA—The 
Log Cabin Federation, a gay 
Republican organization of 
over 6,000 members in 32 
grass roots chapters, an¬ 
nounced that it has formed a 
new affiliated group, Log 
Cabin Republicans, to open a 
Washington office within the 
next sixty days. 

Rich Tafel will head up 
that office. He said its pur¬ 
pose is to “take our case to 
the Congress, to the Clinton 
Administration, to the Repub¬ 
lican National Committee, 
and to the American people.” 
Tafel has been president of 
the Federation for the last 
three years, but resigned to 
take this new position. 

On Saturday, August 16, as 
part of the annual Log Cabin 
convention, Abner Mason of 
Boston was unanimously cho¬ 
sen to fill a two-year term as 
president of the Federation 
after a number of people ex¬ 
pressed interest in serving. 
Many participants viewed as 
an encouraging sign that so 
many people felt the position 
worthy of their energies. It 
was a marked contrast to the 
situation three years ago, 
when Tafel agreed to be 
drafted. 

At a Log Cabin banquet at 
the stately Union League 
Club, gay conservative guru 
Marvin Liebman, author of 
Coming Out Conservative, ex¬ 
orcised both the political 
left and the religious right, 
which he called “piously 
prurient hustlers.” 

“Always outside the 
straight Establishment, gays 
and lesbians are now captives 
of their own self-created Es¬ 
tablishment which, with only 


rare exceptions, has become 
the captive apologist for the 
Democratic Party,” said Lieb¬ 
man. 

He said he saw gay Repub¬ 
licans as having the capacity 
to positively change both the 
Republican Party and the gay 
community. But he also chal¬ 
lenged the audience by saying 
that “gay and lesbian Repub¬ 
licans must first prove to 
their community that they 
have the courage and re¬ 
sources to take center stage.” 

Michelangelo Signorile, 
journalist and author of 
Queer in America, was an¬ 
other featured speaker. He 


made a compelling appeal for 
working together across the 
diversity of the gay and les¬ 
bian community. He said that 
our goals will not be achieved 
without bipartisanship and 
respect for divergent ap¬ 
proaches and styles. 

Another fact worthy of 
note was that more than two 
dozen elected Republican of¬ 
ficials signed on as supporters 
of the convention, including 
California Governor Pete Wil¬ 
son, Massachusetts Governor 
William Weld, ten members 
of the Hosue and Senate, and 
Los Angeles Mayor Richard

City College Offers New 
Gay Studies Class in Fall

City College of San Fran¬ 
cisco opens its fall semester 
August 23, at which time a 
new course in gay and lesbian 
studies will debut. 

“Lesbian and Gay Avante 
Guard of the ’50s: Hot Art 
and Cold War,” taught by 
Jonathan Katz, is the newest 
addition among 20 classes of¬ 
fered in the program this 
term. 

“We’re all realizing what a 
distinct period that was in 
American culture,” said Jack 
Collins, director of the Gay 
and Lesbian Studies Depart¬ 
ment. “The new class, offered 
for the first time this fall, 
looks at all the arts against 
the backdrop of that paranoid 
period of homophobia and 
anti-communism and how les¬ 
bian and gay expression took 
shape at that time.” 

The gay and lesbian stud¬ 
ies program is getting ready 
for fall after one if its more 
successful semesters attracted 
some 900 students last spring. 

State budget maneuvers 
have added $3 per credit to 
the cost for students without 
a bachelor’s degree. Costs for 
students with a bachelor of 
arts or bachelor of science 
have not increased. 

Still a bargain 

“We’re very relieved that 
we haven’t been horribly af¬ 
fected by budget cuts,” 
Collins said. “It really is still a 
bargain.” 

News reports earlier this 
year suggested college tuition 
rates would increase more 
significantly than they have 
under the new budget, Collins 
said. “We’re worried people 
think we’re priced out of their 
reach. That’s certainly not the 
case.” 

The City College gay stud¬ 
ies program was the first in 
the country and remains a 
model for other schools look¬ 
ing to add gay courses. 
Collins said he receives about 
four requests per month from 
schools interested in the pro¬ 
gram. 

City College offered its 
first gay and lesbian literature 
class in 1972. Classes were 
added throughout the 1980s, 
until the full department was 
created in 1989. 

Collins said he is proud of 
what the department has 
done in educating students 
and leading the country in 
gay studies. But the pro¬ 
gram’s continued success de¬ 
pends on support of students 
enrolling in its classes, he 
said. 

Collins encourages younger 
students to check out the pro¬ 
gram, and advocates contin¬ 
ued activism by everyone, stu¬ 
dent or not. 

“We must not become 
complacent because the cli¬ 
mate is slightly nicer to us. 
We’ve gained a little more re¬ 
spect but not nearly enough,” 
Collins said. 

“Our job isn’t finished until 
lesbians and gays feel secure 
in their work place, their 
neighborhoods and especially 
their school.” 

Some other classes offered 
this fall include “Creative 
Short Story Writing,” “Gay 
and Lesbian Literature Sur¬ 
vey,” “Homosexuality in Con¬ 
temporary Film,” “Lesbian 
and Gay Style and Sensibili-

ty,” and “Lesbians and Gays 
in Modern Art and Culture.”

grata to several ACTG scien¬ 
tists, who saw me as a bureau¬ 
crat selling out to the activists. 
But much more painful was 
being the brunt of anger from 
gay or lesbian activists. Most 
vivid is my memory of the 
time a prominent, angry, gay 
AIDS activist got a cheer from 
a room full of his peers, many 
of them also my friends, when 
he referred to me as “Uncle 
Tom Killen.” Somehow, I had 
assumed that, as an openly gay 
man, I would get special treat¬ 
ment from others in my com¬ 
munity, and be sheltered from 
the anger. Boy, was I naive! 

Thankfully, those days are 
past. The bad news is that the 
new order has brought with it 
other “constituency” issues, 
some of them as complex as 
the scientific challenges we 
face. Involving the minority 
communities most affected by 


HIV in clinical trials is now 
squarely in the spotlight; this 
is an extremely difficult prob¬ 
lem and there are no quick or 
cheap solutions. Furthermore, 
we (the government) have 
even less credibility than we 
had with the gay community 
several years ago — the legacy 
of Tuskeegee is quite alive. 

Level budgets in the face of 
increasing scientific opportuni¬ 
ty now pit various political 
and scientific constituencies 
against each other. For exam¬ 
ple, we are attempting to 
launch a study to provide ob¬ 
jective information about the 
utility of low dose alpha inter¬ 
feron in the African-American 
community; however, the 
study has been roundly criti¬ 
cized as a waste by scientists 
and gay activists. To us, it 
looks for all the world like a 
replay of AD721 or dextran 
sulfate, over which we were 
roasted by the gay community 
just a few short years ago. 
Even within constituencies 
there is disagreement. Right 


now, there are gay AIDS ac¬ 
tivists arguing that we should 
shift resources from clinical 
trials to basic research and 
many of us at NIH agree. 
There are other equally vocal 
gay activists lobbying their 
Congressmen to prevent the 
closure of a less productive 
ACTU which would permit us 
to reprogram funds and do 
what we think is scientifically 
right. 

It’s the progress which 
keeps us at it, and it is happen¬ 
ing at unprecedented speed. 
We all wish it were faster, but 
in perspective it is awesome. I 
feel personal progress too. I’ve 
grown comfortable greeting 
male friends at scientific meet¬ 
ings with a kiss and hug! 

And, as a gay man, I am a 
lot more comfortable working 
in the current administration 
that in the previous two.

ABC Promises Frank Talk 
About AIDS in New Special

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - 
Producers of a forthcoming 
ABC special on AIDS say it 
puts facts about the disease 
into blunt language never per¬ 
mitted before in a primetime 
show on that network. 

In a New Light ’93, airing 
September 4, allows Eliza¬ 
beth Taylor, Dustin Hoffman, 
Carol Burnett, Luke Perry, 
Malcolm Jamal-Warner, and 
other celebrities to talk about 
AIDS on a personal level or 
give facts about its transmis¬ 
sion in plain terms. 

Barry Cherin, spokesman 
for Lovett Productions Inc., 
said some of the dozens of en¬ 
tertainers, including actresses 
Kate Jackson and Rosie 
Perez, broke down during the 
taping at ABC’s Los Angeles 
studios as they spoke of 
friends they have lost to 
AIDS. 

“Last year’s show was a 
basic primer in AIDS educa¬ 


tion,” producer Joe Lovett 
said. “This year’s show will 
explain, in graphic terms 
rarely heard on primetime 
network television, how to 
avoid the disease which is 
rapidly advancing all over the 
world.” 

Host Paula Abdul tells the 
audience that last year in the 
United States there were 12 
million new cases of sexually 
transmitted diseases, includ¬ 
ing AIDS, and explains how 
the human immunodeficiency 
virus is passed on. 

“The AIDS virus is trans¬ 
mitted by direct contact with 
one of only four bodily fluids: 
blood, semen, vaginal secre¬ 
tions and breast milk. No oth¬ 
ers,” Abdul said. “The mu¬ 
cous membranes are located 
in one of four places in your 
body: mouth, vagina, rectum 
and urethra. 

“The proper use of a latex 
condom every time can pre¬ 
vent sexual fluids from com¬ 
ing into contact with these 
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mucous membranes,” she 
said. 

Cherin said ABC’s Stan¬ 
dards and Practices office re¬ 
fused to allow such words — 
clinical but nonetheless taboo 
— in the first In a New Light 
special aired last July. 

The show was conceived 
by Lovett and Phil Beuth, an 
ABC programming executive 
whose son, Barry, died of 
AIDS three years ago. 

Beuth said the network 
Standards and Practices staff 
trimmed some material but 
most of it has passed muster, 
including humorous bits by 
comedians Lily Tomlin and 
Elaine Boosler. 

For example, Tomlin res¬ 
urrects her Laugh-In charac¬ 
ter, Ernestine the operator, 
now working at AIDS hot¬ 
line. 

“Your daughter is 16 years 
old and sexually active? Do I 
have any advice? For starters, 
keep her away from Woody 
Allen,” she snorts, referring to 
the filmmaker’s romance with 
Mia Farrow’s adopted daugh¬ 
ter. 

In addition to the taped 
messages, there are perfor¬ 
mances by singers Pat Be- 
natar, Clint Black, Expose, 
Elton John, and Barry 
Manilow, among others. 
Cherin said one of the most 
emotional moments is a song 
performed by Michael Callen, 
who has lived with the virus 
12 years. ▼

Gays on Soaps

A feature article in the 
September issue of the 
popular magazine 
Daytime TV explores 
“Alternative Lifestyles — Gays 
on Soaps!” The article by Lu¬ 
cille Giordano asks “How does 
daytime TV tackle this contro¬ 
versial subject?” and asserts 
that “people need to be made 
more aware of this lifestyle 
and its effects on today’s soci¬ 
ety.” 

Despite this sensational 
tone, Giordano does a decent 
job of briefly outlining the his¬ 
tory of lesbian and gay depic¬ 
tion in soap operas, from Bri¬ 
an Starcher’s character on As 
the World Turns (“soaps’ first 
gay man”) to Donna Pescow’s 
portrayal of a lesbian charac¬ 
ter on All My Children and 
Ryan Phillippe’s gay teenager 
(“Billy Douglas”) on One Life 
to Live. In fact, the article ex¬ 
tensively quotes Phillippe, and 
the young actor intelligently 
extols the value of using wide¬ 
ly-watched soap operas to ed¬ 
ucate a deeply homophobic 
America. 

The cover of the magazine 
reads: “Gays on Soaps? Good 
or Bad for Your Show? Your 
Answer is Important!” and fol¬ 
lowing the article is a clip-out 
coupon, asking readers “Do 
you think these controversial 
topics have a 
place in day¬ 
time?” and 
“Would you like 
to see these ex¬ 
plored on your 
soap and why?” 

Those answers 
are scheduled to 
appear in an up¬ 
coming issue of 
Daytime TV. 

Of course, it’s 
good to see 
mainstream 
magazines offer¬ 
ing lesbian- and 
gay-themed arti¬ 
cles. Still, the 
“controversy” approach taken 
by so many authors — particu¬ 
larly when “polls” are involved 
— is getting a little annoying. 
We can only hope the maga¬ 
zine will hear from readers 
who understand that homosex¬ 
uality is a “controversial topic” 
precisely because it isn’t “ex¬ 
plored” openly. Although their 
results are never reported as 
such, polls like this tend to 
measure people’s homophobic 
ignorance rather than their in¬ 
formed convictions. Moreover, 
the very polling process — with 
its coupon-like ballots — tends 
to subject lesbians and gays to 
a demeaning routine in which 
others are invited to “vote” for 
or against our very lives.

ACT UP Calls for Boycott 
Of Gay Travel Guide Company

A Phoenix-based publisher 
of travel guides for lesbians 
and gays faces a boycott after 
the company’s founder and 
owner was accused of dis¬ 
criminating against an HIV¬ 
positive employee. 

ACT UP/Phoenix called 
the boycott August 9, even 
though the publisher and the 
former employee settled out 
of court last June. 

Jim Laughlin had charged 
Marianne Ferrari of Ferrari 
Publications with firing him 
because he was HIV-positive. 
Under the settlement agree¬ 
ment, which absolves either 
party of wrongdoing, both 
Laughlin and Ferrari are pro¬ 
hibited from discussing de¬ 
tails of the case. 

Echo magazine, also 
based in Phoenix, reported 
that ACT UP called the na¬ 
tionwide boycott in an at¬ 
tempt to remove Ferrari 
books from stores across the 
country. The company 
publishes Ferrari’s Places of 
Interest, Places for Men, 
Places of Interest to Women, 
and Inn Places. 

Laughlin had worked at 
the company as an advertis¬ 
ing sales representative for 
about a year when he was 
fired in August 1992. 

According to his attorney, 
Jeff Wolf, Laughlin’s work 


full of employees that his 
desk and personal items 
would need to be fumigated. 
Before he was terminated he 
was told that if he wanted to 
use a bathroom on the 
premises of the company he 
would need to bring a bottle 
of bleach to work or find an¬ 
other bathroom to use — those 
types of things were alleged 
in the lawsuit.” 

Wolf emphasized that be¬ 
cause a settlement was 
reached, none of those allega¬ 
tions was proved. 

In a statement issued Au¬ 
gust 13, Ferrari criticized 
ACT UP for launching an 
“unsubstantiated boycott” 
without giving the publisher a 
chance to defend itself. 

“Ferrari Publications has 
been active in AIDS advocacy 
since the early 1980s,” accord¬ 
ing to the statement. “Since 
the advent of AIDS hotlines, 
Ferrari has devoted signifi¬ 
cant time and resources to 
compiling and listing these 
numbers from throughout the 
world in its guide books.” 

Ferrari’s statement also 
criticizes the Echo article, 
saying that another of Fer¬ 
rari’s former employees is 
now working at Echo. That 
employee, Ferrari claims, left 
the travel guide publisher “on 
less-than-friendly terms.” 

Echo Marketing and Ad¬ 
vertising Director Jeff Of- 


stedahl said he used to work 
for Ferrari. But he disagreed 
that he left on unfriendly 
terms. 

“I have no reason to be up¬ 
set with Marianne,” Ofstedahl 
said. “It just became time for 
us to go different routes.” 

Ofstedahl, who also writes 
a column for the magazine, 
said he playe d no par t in writ¬ 
ing or editing the story on the 
Ferrari boycott. 

Since the case was settled, 
Laughlin has spoken out 
about HIV discrimination. 


Wolf said the problem needs 
to be addressed wherever it 
arises — in straight or gay en¬ 
vironments. 

“Jim’s position has been 
that ignorance is ignorance; if 
someone is ignorant of the 
HIV problem and the prob¬ 
lems facing victims of HIV 
and AIDS, whether they’re 
heterosexual or otherwise is 
irrelevant,” Wolf said. “The 
point is more people need to 
become aware of this and be¬ 
come educated.” ▼

As Congress moved closer 
in early August to legislating 
a modified version of Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton’s new mili¬ 
tary policy — a move consid¬ 
ered disastrous by most gay 
activists — Clinton himself en¬ 
dorsed the legislation, which 
contains even fewer gay-sup¬ 
portive elements than his 
compromise policy. 

The version of the compro¬ 
mise now facing lawmakers is 
temporarily on hold, since 
Congress adjourned for recess 
until after Labor Day without 
ever voting on the legislation, 
which was masterminded by 


Senator Sam Nunn. The 
Georgian Democrat, who 
chairs the Senate Armed Ser¬ 
vices Committee, has virulent¬ 
ly opposed allowing gays, les¬ 
bians, and bisexuals to serve 
in the military. 

Although his press secre¬ 
tary claimed that Nunn’s pol¬ 
icy is “in essence” the same as 
the one Clinton approved July 
19, there are significant differ¬ 
ences — significant enough 
that conservative legislators 
such as California’s own Re¬ 
publican Representative Bob 
Dornan are excitedly refer¬ 
ring to the policy as “ban 
plus.” 

Under Clinton’s so-called 


“don’t ask, don’t tell, don’t 
pursue” compromise, poten¬ 
tial recruits could not be 
asked about their sexuality; 
Nunn’s plan goes one step 
further and allows the secre¬ 
tary of defense to “reinstate 
that questioning ... as he con¬ 
siders appropriate.” 

Nunn’s policy also deletes 
two important guarantees 
from Clinton’s compromise: 
that the Uniform Code of Mil¬ 
itary Justice, including its pro- 
hibitions against sodomy, 
would be enforced equally 
among heterosexual and ho¬ 
mosexual service members, 
and that no investigations into 
a service member’s sexuality

would be started because of 
mere rumors. 

Despite these differences, a 
White House spokesperson 
confirmed July 29 that Clinton 
finds “ban plus” acceptable. 
“The legislation is consistent 
with our policy and we don’t 
have a problem with it,” the 
spokesperson told the Wash¬ 
ington Blade, a gay newspa¬ 
per based in the capital. 

As of August 6, when the 
lawmakers broke for recess, 
the armed services commit¬ 
tees in both branches of 
Congress had approved “ban 
plus” as an amendment to 
their respective defense au¬ 
thorization bills. Conceivably, 
however, pro-gay legislators 
could block the amendment 
and prevent it from becoming 
law. 

“We have a possibility to 
win in the Senate” but proba¬ 
bly not in the House, said 
Tanya Domi, director of the 
Military Freedom Initiative 
for the National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force. “As policy¬ 
makers, senators understand 
that this should remain in the 
domain of military policy.” 

The delay in the vote 
brought by the recess “could 
potentially work in our favor” 
by buying time for pro-gay 
forces, said Sabrina Sojourn¬ 
er, a lobbyist with the Sheri¬ 
dan Group, the firm contract¬ 
ed to work on this issue by 
the now-disbanded Campaign 
for Military Service. 

“This is not just about our 
supporters in Congress,” So¬ 
journer said. “This is about 
our community and whether 
or not [gays and lesbians] 
want to take the time to write 
or contact their representa¬ 
tives in Congress and tell 
them that they oppose this ef¬ 
fort [to codify, or write into 
law, the ban].” 

What would help 

While calling or writing 
one’s representatives will not 
alone prevent Congress from 
putting its stamp of approval 
on the anti-gay military poli¬ 
cy, “it would definitely help,” 
Sojourner said. She added 
that now is an excellent time 
to get in touch with legisla¬ 
tors since most are in their 
home districts for the recess. 

Another Sheridan Group 
lobbyist, Jeff Nelson, agreed 
that “there is a clear move¬ 
ment afoot among more pro¬ 
gressive members of the 
Congress” to prevent codifica¬ 
tion — a crucial effort because, 
if the ban is written into law, 
liberalizing it would be much 
more difficult. 


“What [Nunn’s policy] ef¬ 
fectively does is strengthen 
anti-gay language [in the Clin¬ 
ton policy], and codification 
would then give it the stamp 
of approval of Congress and 
the president,” said Nelson, 
who called Nunn’s amend¬ 
ment “evil” and said congres¬ 
sional approval of it would be 
a “disaster.” 

Furthermore, Nelson 
added, codification would 
make any judicial efforts to 
overturn the ban more diffi¬ 
cult, because the courts have 
traditionally deferred to the 
military in matters of internal 
policy to begin with, and a 
law would “establish legisla¬ 
tive intent,” making judges 
even less likely to challenge 
the ban. 

Since Clinton has indicated 
his support for “ban plus” and 
will certainly not veto the de¬ 
fense authorization bill once 
it hits his desk, the battle over 
codification will be won or 
lost in Congress, and legisla¬ 
tors know it. It is now a mat¬ 
ter of fighting the issue out 
through other amendments 
and parliamentary maneuvers 
on the Senate and House 
floors. 

Senators identified by lob¬ 
byists as the real pro-gay 
stand-outs on this issue were 
Barbara Boxer (D-California), 
Edward Kennedy (D-Mas- 
sachusetts), Tom Harkin (D- 
Iowa), Paul Wellstone (D-Min- 
nesota) and Russell Feingold 
(D-Wisconsin). In fact, Domi 
said, “Boxer may go for a 
straight lift-the-ban vote” be¬ 
cause she’s promised her con¬ 
stituents to try to get the ban 
lifted entirely. 

If Boxer attempts such a 
vote, it would probably gar¬ 
ner about 30 pro-gay support¬ 
ers, Domi said. This vote 
would in no way preclude 
other attempts to block or 
lessen the “ban plus” amend¬ 
ment — attempts that have a 
chance at winning a majority, 
Domi added. 

“We’re trying to maneuver 
to strike and replace certain 
language” in Nunn’s amend¬ 
ment via further amendments 
to the bill in the Senate, 
Domi said. One item NGLTF 
lobbyists are attempting to 
persuade senators to intro¬ 
duce would set strict guide¬ 
lines on sexual harassment in 
the military. The guidelines 
would apply to everyone in 
the armed services, Domi 
said, but would be targeted 
specifically to protect gays 
and women from heterosexu¬ 
al men. ▼

Campaign for Military Service: 
Decamping After Six Months

A few weeks before Presi¬ 
dent Clinton was to announce 
his virtually incomprehensi¬ 
ble policy on gays in the mil¬ 
itary, thousands of lesbians 
and gays across America re¬ 
ceived a form letter signed by 
former Lambda Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund 
Executive Director Tom 
Stoddard, asking for dona¬ 
tions to make a commercial. 
According to Stoddard, he 
was writing for the Campaign 
for Military Service, a new 
group that needed a million 
dollars to produce and air the 
commercial, featuring gay for¬ 
mer Soldier of the Year Jose 
Zuniga. 

The request was the last 
gasp of the Campaign for Mil¬ 
itary Service, which saw its 
official closure Friday, the 
13th of August. When it was 
formed February 15, the 
Campaign rushed into the na¬ 
tional spotlight as a beacon of 
hope to spearhead the fight to 
lift the Pentagon’s longstand¬ 
ing ban on homosexual mili¬ 
tary personnel. 

Who is CMS? Where did it 
go? And what did it do with 
our money? 

One of the two people left 
to run the CMS office is As¬ 
sistant Coordinator Denny 
Maust. “We’ve had one reduc¬ 
tion of staff a week after the 
president made his announce¬ 
ment,” Maust said from the 
Campaign’s Washington of¬ 
fice. “We kept the legal team 
and lobby team on, because 
Congress was still flirting 
with the idea of codifying the 
ban.” 

Maust says that from the 
beginning “it was set that 
[CMS] would essentially be a 
six-month organization.” Now, 
he says, “The Campaign 
hopes the slack will be taken 
up by the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund and the Na¬ 
tional Gay and Lesbian Task 
Force, as well as the Military 
Freedom Project; those three 
will be taking up the slack.” 

Despite the doublespeak 
text of the new policy, which 
some critics say is even worse 
than the previous ban in 
many ways, Maust believes 
CMS accomplished a great 
deal. “We don’t consider it a 
failure at all. We increased 
the number of votes in 
Congress with people we con¬ 
sidered strongly in favor of 
lifting the ban. We increased 
those, from [between] ten to 
15 [votes], to 30 to 35.” 

Tim Rump of the Bay 
Area Military Freedom Pro¬ 
ject, a local activist group that 
worked closely with the 
CMS, thinks the gays in the 
military issue “will definitely 
continue to go on as cases go 
to the courts.” He cited the re¬ 
cent lawsuit filed by Lambda 
and the American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union on behalf of sever¬ 
al lesbian and gay soldiers. 
BAMFP will continue to 
work with the media, he says, 
providing gay soldiers for in¬ 
terviews as more come out. 
“We’re also looking at other 
areas to file lawsuits, like vet¬ 
erans benefits.” 

Rump was reticent about 
the idea of staging more pub¬ 
lic demonstrations like the re¬ 
cent rally outside the Federal 
Building. 

“I think everybody right 


now is taking a breath,” 
Rump said. Having worked 
extensively for months with 
the Alexander Hamilton 
American Legion Post and 
other local groups, he’s trying 
to catch his breath himself — 
and pay the numerous bills 
his activism has accrued. 

Although he is “very 
pleased” with the San Fran¬ 
cisco group’s strong grass¬ 
roots accomplishments, he de¬ 
clined to comment about the 
activities of the D. C. office of 
CMS. 

Jeff Gibson of the San 
Francisco branch of CMS ad¬ 
mits that “we lost, and that’s a 
resounding loss.” Still, he 
says, “it has been an incredi¬ 
ble page forward in the book 
of gay civil rights, with re¬ 
spect to being taken serious¬ 
ly” 

Yet he says ruefully it 
would have been much better 
“seeing the president sign that 
bill.” 

Some infighting 

Although Gibson admits 
“there was some infighting 
and difficulty” between 
groups, he says “I think we 
overcame it.” He does not ex¬ 
clusively blame President 
Clinton for the failure of the 
ban-lifting efforts, citing “our 
community’s lack of unified 
response, and a lack of funds” 
as obstacles to effectively bat¬ 
tling the Pentagon’s homo¬ 
phobia. “We’re new to this 
game. We’ve never been on 
the agenda like this. I think 
we cut our teeth on this is¬ 
sue,” he said 

Maust, in the D.C. office, is 
less sanguine about Bill Clin¬ 
ton. “We just weren’t gonna 
get any more votes without 
White House support. They 
didn’t do any last minute 
phone calls [to get Senate or 
House support], like they did 
with the budget bill. Once 
they put it out on the table, 
we just got the feeling that 
they didn’t want to be seen to 
concentrate on this effort. In 
fact, Clinton had only spent 
about an hour and a half on 
this issue. He basically 
dumped it on Aspin. There 
was no positive course of ac¬ 
tion.” 

Which gives pause for peo¬ 
ple to wonder what went on 
in the meetings between the 


president, Stoddard, and oth¬ 
er leaders of gay organiza¬ 
tions. 

“There was only one meet¬ 
ing with the gay leaders,” 
Maust clarifies. “President 
Clinton said all the golden 
words that he said during the 
campaign. All the leaders 
were confident that he would 
not let it fall through like it 
did.” 

Gibson concurs. “Bill Clin¬ 
ton said to the leaders of this 
community, ‘Trust me. I will 
deliver this for you,’ and they 
did,” he said. “It’s wonderful 
to feel trust. But when that 
partner disappoints you, then 
you feel outraged. A lot of 
people really felt that.” Gib¬ 
son comes to the commonly- 
felt realization that “you can’t 
always trust straight white 
men.” 

So why the turnaround on 
Clinton’s part? Other than the 
obvious political fickleness, 
was Clinton under pressure 
from Colin Powell and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff to cave in 
to their anti-gay policies or 
suffer massive resignations, or 
worse? 

Maust says that Clinton 
presumed threats from 
Congress that were probably 
worse in the presumption 
than in reality. “He thought 
Congress would codify the ex¬ 
isting ban. I don’t think there 
were any threats [from the 
Pentagon]. After being in the 
Air Force for thirteen years, I 
can’t imagine them threaten¬ 
ing him.” 

Gibson would like to see 
more efforts “focus on public 
opinion. Most of America 
doesn’t understand gay peo¬ 
ple. We were on every 
kitchen table of America. I 
doubt that there is one south¬ 
ern Christian Republican fam¬ 
ily that didn’t see us.” On the 
other hand, he agrees that it 
may stir even more hatred 
when their stereotyped view¬ 
points are disturbed: “when 
they see great Americans who 
were the poster kids” for the 
Campaign. 

In response to the criticism 
from other activists that the 
military ban issue overrode 
other important problems in 
the lesbian and gay communi¬ 
ty, especially at the March On

Washington, Gibson replies, 
“It wasn’t as big as it should 
have been. Fewer than 20,000 
people lobbied Congress. We 
should have had more. 

“A lot of people in the gay 
and lesbian community 
haven’t picked up on the is¬ 
sue. The military is the 
largest employer in the U.S. 
If it discriminates, why 
should anyone else change?” 
And while he acknowledged 
that a lot of political work 
was going on side by side 
with the Washington celebra¬ 
tions, he clearly felt more was 
necessary. “In addition to par¬ 
tying,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “you have to work 
as much as party.” 

Which is one reason why 
Gibson hopes to see the com¬ 
mercials continue. “All the 
commercials were highly pol¬ 
ished,” he said, described one, 
for example, that scrolls a list 
of dead gay Vietnam veterans 
on the screen, then asks if 
their names must be removed 
from the memorial as well. 
The fundraising letter, he 
said, was sent out to raise 
money for airtime purchases 
in states without a lot of sup¬ 
port for gays and lesbians, 
like Georgia. 

“We only raised a million,” 
he says. “David Geffen was 
generous, but one person 
can’t bankroll a movement.” 

The Campaign was set up 
as both 501(c)3 and a 501(c)4, 
giving it non-profit status, but 
also political muscle. A 501(c)3 
status prohibits non-profits 
from taking political action, 
while (c)4 status allows such 
activities. Contributions were, 
sometimes at the donor’s re¬ 
quest, put into one area or the 
other, a tactical move that 
some fundamentalist and con¬ 
servative groups also employ. 
“Any money that we used [for 
political lobbying purposes] 
had to come out of a (c)4,” ac¬ 
cording to Maust. The other 
account was used to fund the 
Campaign’s non-political 
work, including educational 
efforts, books, research, and 
general outreach. 

Maust says that most 
fundraising “came through ma¬ 
jor donors, the Barry Dillers, 
David Geffens.” CMF also re¬ 
ceived help from restaurants, 
bars, and organizations that 
donated time and space for 
fundraising events. 

But at the same time, the 
Human Rights Campaign 
Fund and the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force were 
also engaging in major 
fundraising campaigns with 
similar military themes. The 
popular dogtags sold by 
HRCF led some people to be¬ 
lieve they were giving money 
to CMS. 

“The problem,” says Maust, 
“or the confusion, over the last 
six months, caused a lot of 
people to feel that every orga¬ 
nization was generating mon¬ 
ey for some operation to lift 
the ban.” Despite that hurdle, 
CMF was able to raise an esti¬ 
mated $1.5 million in six 
months — Stoddard met with 
the group’s accountant last 
week, but more specific fig¬ 
ures are not yet available. 

The grand tour 

What could have been done 
earlier in the debacle to gain 
more support? The Tour of 
Duty, modeled after the free¬ 
dom rides, took several openly 
gay and lesbian soldiers 
through the Midwest in Febru¬

ary of this year, stopping for 
press conferences and fund¬ 
raisers at dozens of cities. 
Some critics cite the bus tour 
as a misguided diversion, out 
of place when the major media 
focus was on Washington and 
the homophobic testimony by 
the likes of General Norman 
Schwarzkopf and Colonel 
Fred Peck. 

Maust strongly defends the 
Tour, stressing that access to 
getting gay people into the 
hearings was next to impossi¬ 
ble: the Armed Services Com¬ 
mittee was uncooperative and 
clearly disinterested in testi¬ 
mony from lesbian and gay 
service personnel, especially in 
the beginning. “We were bang¬ 
ing down the doors,” he insist¬ 
ed. 

So the campaign focused on 
the Midwest, not so coinciden¬ 
tally the home states of several 
politicians who had yet to be 
convinced about the issue. 
“The bus tour was begun right 
away through those states, be¬ 
cause that’s where the swin g 
votes were,” Maust told tne 
B.A.R. “It was the part of 
America that really needed 
changing.” 

As to the use of soldiers 
like Zuniga as “poster chil¬ 
dren,” Gibson is blunt about 
the choices that were made: 
“We stayed away from con¬ 
duct cases,” Gibson said, dis¬ 
tinguishing between soldiers 
who have been detained, ar¬ 
rested, and court-martialed for 
gay-related—but non-sexual — 
activities, and those who are 
being thrown out for homosex¬ 
ual conduct. The Campaign re¬ 
fused to concern itself with 
service personnel who have 
been accused of sodomy, pre¬ 
ferring to groom so-called 
“non-conduct” officers and gen¬ 
tlemen (and women) for media 
attention. 

“We want to put our best 
front forward,” Gibson said. 
“That was the reason we were 
promoting these stunning sol¬ 
diers and sailors.” 

Now, discussing the fate of 
those soldiers who came out 
because they trusted Clinton’s 
false promises, Gibson says 
the situation is “outrageous.” 

“I’ve been with these guys 
for a while now. I think it is 
absolutely abysmal that these 
honorable soldiers are gonna 
be tossed out.” 

More than the future of 
those soldiers is cause for pes¬ 
simism. Questions also exist 
about the future of gay poli¬ 
tics, and whether any of the 
political capital expended on 
the military ban question is re¬ 
coverable. Can any issue gen¬ 
erate such a fast response 
from lesbians and gays again? 
Will the community find the 
energy and interest to focus on 
this or other concerns with 
such single-mindedness? Will 
we devote so much time, mon¬ 
ey, and energy to anything 
else, knowing however impor¬ 
tant it may be, it may also be 
discounted by the White 
House after only a few hours 
deliberation? Maust is unsure, 
but for the military ban, he be¬ 
lieves “the focus now is on 
court action and freedom of 
speech issues.” 

Until then, the men of the 
Pentagon wear their fabulous¬ 
ly multi-colored lavalieres and 
brooches — which they call 
"medals” — and continue to 
publicly debate whether it 
would “bother” them if a sol¬ 
dier were to attend a gay 
march in a dress; the Cam¬ 
paign is over; the poster child 
commercials are not airing 
and the queer purges continue 
full speed ahead. T

Imprisoned gay sailor Lar¬ 
ry Meholick is up for parole 
again, and his supporters are 
calling on lesbians and gays 
to write letters urging his re¬ 
lease. 

Amnesty International has 
declined to take on 
Meholick’s case, citing a lack 
of evidence supporting his 
claim of innocence. 

Meholick is held at the 
military prison at Ft. Leaven¬ 
worth, Kansas, on charges he 
forced fellow sailors to have 
sex with him. Meholick de¬ 
nies the charges, maintaining 
he had only consensual sex 
with his accusers. Meholick 
says the allegations came in 
retaliation for his disclosing a 
superior officer’s misappropri¬ 
ation of funds. 

Meholick’s case is now un¬ 
der review by the Office of 
the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy. A ruling is expected 
within two or three weeks, ac¬ 
cording to Michael Meyer of 
the Free Larry Meholick 
Committees of America. 

Meyer met with Meholick 
last month at Ft. Leaven¬ 
worth, and reported that 
Meholick is in good condition 
and is treated well. 

The National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force unsuccessful¬ 
ly lobbied Amnesty Interna¬ 


tional (AI) to adopt Meholick 
as a prisoner of conscience. 
Two years ago AI first voted 
to work on behalf of people 
who are imprisoned solely for 
being gay or for advocating gay 
rights. The human rights 
group will also help people 
jailed on charges ol being gay 
as a pretext when the real 
reason for their incarceration 
is their political or religious 
beliefs. 

AI said it could not take 
Meholick’s case because there 
were questions about whether 
the sex acts involved were 
consensual. Meholick admits 
to having consensual sex with 
the three sailors who accuse 
him of coercion. Because the 


three accusers were reported¬ 
ly drunk during the incidents, 
AI said they could not have 
given consent. 

Meyers is asking people to 
write letters urging Mehol¬ 
ick’s release. 

“We know you’re busy,” 
Meholick wrote in a release 
aimed at drumming up sup¬ 
port. “But this letter may be 
the most important one you 
can write for a man who is 
unjustly imprisoned in a very 
bad place. Please take a few 
minutes to write.”

Pope's Speech Kills One, 
Makes Thousands Sick

CHERRY CREEKSTATE 
PARK, Colorado (UPI) - Pope 
John Paul II preached against 
the global “culture of death” 
in an open-air mass Sunday, 
August 15, attended by as 
many as 700,000 worshipers. 
By the time he was finished, 
death had visited the event, 
carrying off one of those who 
gathered to hear him speak. 
Thousands more were taken 
ill. 

Speaking at Cherry Creek 
State Park, 13 miles southeast 
of Denver, the pontiff used 
the last address of his four- 
day U.S. visit to preach 
against violence and the de¬ 
valuation of human life. 

“In our own century, as at 
no other time in history, the 
‘culture of death’ has assumed 
a social and institutional form 
of legality to justify the most 
horrible crimes against hu¬ 
manity: genocide, ‘final solu¬ 
tions,’ ‘ethnic cleansings,’ and 
the massive taking of lives of 
human beings even before 
they are born, or before they 
reach the natural point of 
death,” the pope said. 

The pontiff, for a second 
straight day, preached against 
abortion, saying, “Naturally, 
the weakest members of soci¬ 
ety are the most at risk: the 
unborn, children, the sick, the 
handicapped, the old, the 
poor and unemployed, the im¬ 
migrant and refugee, the 
south of the world.” 

At the mass, officials an¬ 
nounced from the podium 
that the gathering of wor¬ 
shipers was estimated at be¬ 
tween 550,000 and 700,000. 

About 250,000 attended a 
papal prayer vigil Saturday 
night and slept at the park. 
As many as 6,000 people were 
treated for hypothermia and 
dehydration at the park, and 
about 100 were treated at 
area hospitals. 

An Aurora, Colorado, man 
died after suffering a heart at¬ 
tack, officials said. 

Arapahoe County Sheriff 
Pat Sullivan advised the el¬ 
derly and those not physically 
fit to avoid the mass because 
of warm weather and clear 
skies predicted Sunday. 

The pope arrived in Den¬ 
ver Thursday, August 12 — 
when nature provided pour¬ 
ing rain instead of the later 
heatstroke-inducing swelter — 


and was welcomed by Presi¬ 
dent Clinton. The four-day pa¬ 
pal visit, the only U.S. stop 
during a three-nation Western 
Hemisphere tour, was made 
in connection with a gather¬ 
ing of delegates for World 
Youth Day, a gathering of 
young Catholics, aged 13-39. 

The pope was scheduled to 
meet with delegates from 
Vietnam and to visit a chil¬ 
dren’s home before returning 
to Rome Sunday night. 

On Saturday, the pontiff 
reaffirmed the church’s posi¬ 
tion on abortion before a 
crowd of 17,000 at McNichols 
Sports Arena in Denver. The 
crowd was made up of invit¬ 
ed religious leaders of many 
denominations, plus govern¬ 
ment and civic leaders. 

“In her vigorous concern 
for human rights and justice, 
the Catholic Church is unam¬ 
biguously committed to pro¬ 
tecting and cherishing every 


human life, including the life 
of the unborn,” he said. “As 
sent by Christ to serve the 
weak, downtrodden and de¬ 
fenseless, the Church must 
speak on behalf of those most 
in need of protection.” 

The pope also addressed 
recent sex scandals involving 
Catholic clergy in the United 
States and said that a “vast 
majority” of the U.S. clergy 
was loyal to the church’s 
teachings. 

“Nevertheless, at a time 
when all institutions are sus¬ 
pect, the Church herself has 
not escaped reproach,” he 
said. “I have already written 
to the bishops of the United 
States about the pain of the 
suffering and scandal caused 
by the sins of some ministers 
of the altar. I have told them 
that I share their concern, es¬ 
pecially their concern for the 
victims of these wrongdo¬ 
ings.” T 


The Pope's Simple Life

There was a bed waiting 
for Pope John Paul II when 
he left Denver Sunday, in the 
cabin of a jumbo jet. 

American Airlines re¬ 
moved four first class seats 
from one of its Boeing 767’s 
to make room for the Pon¬ 
tiff s bed. 

This was no ordinary bunk 
but a model the airline had 
custom-made just for this 
flight. 

It was furnished with Bel¬ 
gian linen sheets, embroi¬ 
dered pillow cases, and a 
down comforter. And it did 
have a safety belt. 

The pope reposed behind 
a curtain on the left side of 


the plane. 

John Paul was also provid¬ 
ed an electrically reclining 
leather and lamb’s wool seat, 
equipped with its own VCR 
and a choice of 12 different 
films, including Madonna in 
A League of Their Own. 
That’s the same service 
offered to other first class pas¬ 
sengers. 

The airline won’t say how 
much the chartered flight 
cost, but the usual first class 
one way fare from Denver to 
Rome is $3,548 on American. 
And those passengers have to 
change planes in Toronto. 
The pope got to fly nonstop. 

A hundred other people, 
including staff and journalists, 
accompanied the pope; every¬ 
one got first-class six-course 


dinners that started with serv¬ 
ings of champagne and caviar. 

The main course was a 
choice of roasted veal, tender¬ 
loin pignoli, chervil chicken, 
or salmon with linguine. The 
Vatican made the choices 
from regular first class menus 
provided by the airline. 

American hasn’t yet decid¬ 
ed what to do with the bed 
once the trip is over, accord¬ 
ing to spokesman Marty 
Heires. But it’s a safe bet the 
same accommodations will 
not be offered to the general 
public. 

And how about those 5,800 
frequent flyer miles? 

“We do not give AAdvan- 
tage miles on our charter op¬ 
erations,” said Heires. ▼ 
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Health News 


Diet, Vitamins May 
Slow Onset of AIDS

A study of HIV-positive 
gay men offers preliminary 
evidence that vitamins and a 
healthy diet may delay the 
onset of AIDS. 

Researchers said last week 
that popping a multivitamin a 
day appeared to have helped 
protect nearly one-third of the 
296 subjects surveyed from 
developing AIDS over six 
years. 

The study, begun in 1984, 
was published in the Journal 
of Acquired Immune Defi¬ 
ciency Syndromes. 

“The study provides the 
most important indication so 
far that good nutrition may 
delay AIDS in susceptible in¬ 
dividuals,” said Barbara 
Abrams of the University of 
California, Berkeley, and 
head of the research team. 

“The possibility that an ap¬ 
proach as inexpensive and 
safe as nutrition might delay 
the onset of AIDS is excit¬ 
ing,” she said. 

Abrams said more re¬ 
search is needed on the topic 
and cautioned that the results 
will need to be corroborated 
before they can be accepted 
as fact. 

“This is the first study on a 
large group of people to look 
at this problem,” Abrams 
said. “Our findings may be 
true or may not be true. Be¬ 
fore we know for sure this 
question has to be studied re¬ 
peatedly by other investiga¬ 
tors.” 

The evidence does show 
that healthy food and vitamin 
supplements offer a good ad¬ 
junct to other treatments for 
HIV, Abrams said. 



The\tudy was started in 
1984 when a group of HIV¬ 
positive gay men were asked 
questions regarding their diet 
and intake of supplemental 
vitamins. The subjects were 
not advised to change their di¬ 
ets. 

“The most important find¬ 
ing in the study is that it illus¬ 
trates how much we have to 
learn about nutrition and 
AIDS and how important fur¬ 
ther research is,” Abrams 
said. 



That research may be even 
more important now than it 
was in 1984, Abrams said, be¬ 
cause later populations to be¬ 
come infected with HIV may 
not be as knowledgeable 
about nutrition as were the 
first waves of gay men to con¬ 
tract the virus. 

“A lot of HIV-positive peo¬ 
ple do take supplements and 
the message here is they 
should keep doing that,” 
Abrams said. V 


Promising News on 
The Lymphoma Front

BOSTON — Researchers 
said Wednesday, August 11, a 
“magic bullet” treatment in 
which radioactive antibodies 
seek out and destroy cancer 
cells appears to be an effec¬ 
tive therapy for an advanced 
form of lymphoma. 

Scientists at the University 
of Michigan Medical Center 
in Ann Arbor said cancer tu¬ 
mors disappeared in four out 
of nine patients with non- 
Hodgkins lymphoma who 
were injected with monoclon¬ 
al antibodies armed with ra¬ 
dioisotopes. 

Monoclonal antibodies are 
artificially produced proteins 
that home in on target cells — 
in this case, cells of the lymph 
system that have become ma¬ 
lignant. Investigators said the 
antibodies are designed to de¬ 
liver lethal doses of radiation 
to cancer cells, but spare 
healthy cells. 

In addition to the four pa¬ 
tients who had complete re¬ 
missions of their cancers, tu¬ 
mors in two others shrank 
greatly, investigators led by 
Dr. Mark Kaminski reported 
in The New England Journal 
of Medicine. 

“I believe we have made a 
breakthrough in the logjam 


we’ve been encountering for 
the last two decades in the 
treatment of this disease,” 
said Kaminski. 

There are an estimated 
40,000 new cases of non- 
Hodgkins lymphoma annually 
in the United States and 
20,000 deaths from the dis¬ 
ease. Treatments include 
chemotherapy, radiation and 
bone marrow transplants, but 
they are frequently ineffective 
and can cause severe side ef¬ 
fects. 

Kaminski said researchers, 
knowing lymphoma cells are 
highly vulnerable to radiation, 
used monoclonal antibodies 
as a delivery system for ra¬ 
dioisotopes, much like mis¬ 
siles armed with warheads. 

In addition to destroying 
cancer cells, Kaminski said 
the antibodies also appeared 
to stimulate the immune sys¬ 
tem to go on the attack 
against the lymphoma. 

Although calling the re¬ 
sults preliminary, the re¬ 
searchers said the “high rate 
of tumor responses so far in 
this on-going study, together 
with the low level or absence 
of toxicity, is promising.” 

The study is funded by 
grants from the National In¬ 
stitutes of Health and the Na¬ 
tional Cancer Institute. ▼ 


Doctor Suggests Destroying 
The Immune System To Save It

A Nashville, Tennessee, 
doctor is promoting a new 
treatment for AIDS that he 
claims has turned two pa¬ 
tients from HIV-positive to 
HIV-negative. 

Dr. Therial Bynum says he 
achieved the reversal in HIV 
status through administering 
a combination of cyclosporine 
and prednisone. He says the 
drugs work by dismantling a 
person’s immune system, 
thereby eliminating the genet¬ 
ic material that HIV needs to 
survive and grow. 

Doctors and other AIDS 
experts, including Bynum 
himself, agree the procedure 
is risky. But Bynum insists 
the procedure can be success¬ 
ful with proper evaluation 
and monitoring. 

“I’m approaching this in a 
fashion that is paradoxical to 
the conventional way of 
thinking,” Bynum tells the 
Bay Area Reporter. “I’ve got¬ 
ten what I consider to be ex¬ 
cellent results. By turning the 
immune system completely 
off, it affords me an opportu¬ 
nity to purge the body of the 
virus itself and the genetic 
material that can produce the 
virus.” 

Cyclosporine suppresses 
the body’s natural defense 
against abnormal cells. It is 
widely used following trans¬ 
plant surgery when the body 


may start to reject the trans¬ 
planted organ unless the im¬ 
mune system is suppressed. 
The American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation’s Encyclopedia of 
Medicine warns that people 
treated with the drug have an 
increased susceptibility to in¬ 
fection. 

Adverse effects of Cy¬ 
closporine include kidney 
damage, hypertension, and 
swelling of the gums in some 
patients, according to the 
AMA. 

Prednisone is routinely 
used to reduce inflammation 
and improve symptoms in a 
variety of disorders, including 
arthritis and asthma. It also is 
used to prevent organ rejec¬ 
tion after transplant surgery. 

Bynum’s patients who 
have undergone the treatment 
include a 23-year-old asymp¬ 
tomatic man and a 22-year-old 
woman with relatively minor 
HIV symptoms. After about 
five months of treatment, 
both patients tested negative 
for HIV under the poly¬ 
merase chain reaction test, 
which tests for HIV itself in a 
person’s DNA. Both patients 
still test positive under the 
western blot test, which tests 
for antibodies (or the body’s 
response) to the virus. 

A third patient, a 38-year- 
old man, remains HIV-posi¬ 
tive according to both tests, 
although his AIDS symptoms 
have been eradicated and he 


has quit taking AZT. 

Bynum is petitioning for 
Food and Drug Administra¬ 
tion approval to begin a clin¬ 
ical trial that would include 
250 to 350 people. 

Bob Durino, a San Francis¬ 
co resident who is helping 
Bynum promote his protocol, 
hopes the trial can be con¬ 
ducted in San Francisco. 

Durino cautioned he 
doesn’t want to make un¬ 
founded claims about the 
treatment’s potential, but he 
also believes it deserves a se¬ 
rious evaluation. 

So far, Bynum says, he has 
had difficulty attracting the 
attention of established AIDS 
researchers. 

“I attempted to speak with 
National Institutes of Health 
and basically ran into a brick 
wall, mainly because I’m not 
plugged into the AIDS estab¬ 
lishment,” Bynum says. 
“They’re unwilling to listen to 
people who are not in the cir¬ 
cle.” 

“I’ve had so much difficul¬ 
ty getting [information about 
the treatment] across to peo¬ 
ple. There are a lot of skep¬ 
tics because I am not affiliat¬ 
ed with the NIH so how can I 
know anything — in spite of 
the fact that I’m a physician,” 
Bynum says. “I’m real anx¬ 
ious to get this going. So 
many people could benefit 
quite well from this, and time 
is marching on.” V

tion to their original applica¬ 
tion received by the Defender 
on June 3, PBLG had sent in 
a second application June 30, 
the day before the deadline, 
under a pseudonym, “Diverse 
Black Role Models.” Except 
for the groups’ names and ad¬ 
dresses, the two applications 
were identical, down to the 
number of people, 100, who 
would be marching in the 
group, and the theme, “Re¬ 
specting diversity in our com¬ 
munity.” The Proud Black 
Lesbians and Gays received 
their letter of denial dated 
July 1; the Diverse Black Role 
Models were accepted in a 
letter postmarked June 30, ac¬ 
cording to the complaint. 

“We now know that this is 
a clear-cut case of discrimina¬ 
tion on the basis of sexual ori¬ 
entation and we are prepared 
to respond approporiately,” 
PBLG member Pickens said 
at the time. 

When questioned about 
the Diverse Black Role Mod¬ 
els being accepted, Brown 
said, “That very well may 
have happened.”

ful as I possibly can.” 

But Clinton’s craving to 
satisfy both sides of the polit¬ 
ical spectrum has left him 
more on the conservative 
side, if not straddling the po¬ 
litical lake with one foot on 
the dock and the other on the 
departing boat. Based on his 
recent actions — muddling the 
gays in the military issue, vis¬ 
iting Colorado to ski and kiss 
the pope’s ... er, ring — it 
would seem Clinton is plan¬ 
ning to join ranks with con¬ 
servatives. 

Bill, Hillary, and 13-year- 
old Chelsea stayed at a pri¬ 
vate residence a few doors 
down from the Beaver Creek 
home where the former pres¬ 
ident and Betty Ford live. 

Clinton’s blatant attempts 
to gain favor from conserva¬ 
tives, as well as his not men¬ 
tioning the current controver¬ 
sy over anti-gay Amendment 
2 while in Colorado, have 
spurred growing anger from 
gay and lesbian activists. Two 
Denver Lesbian Avengers 
were arrested Friday, August 
13 after handcuffing them¬ 
selves to a fence at Governor 
Roy Romer’s mansion in 
protest of the pope’s visit, 
Clinton’s fumbling of the gay 
ban, and Amendment 2. 

Among the high-profile 
leaders who now castigate the 
president is the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund’s Tim 
McFeeley, who was recently 
arrested at the White House 
gates in a military ban 
demonstration that included 
former F.O.B. David Mixner 
and NOW President Patricia 
Ireland. Previously, at the 
March on Washington, follow¬ 
ing Larry Kramer’s prophetic 
screed against Clinton, 
McFeeley defended him, say¬ 
ing that “we stand behind the 
president.” McFeeley recently 
was quoted as describing 
Clinton’s so-called military 
compromise as “dressing a 
pig in a tuxedo.” 

But local political party or¬ 
ganizers still stand behind the 
chief. “It would be fine if we 
lived on a utopian planet,” 
says Barbara Wood of the 
San Francisco Clinton/Gore 


office of the Lambda Legal 
Defense and Education Fund 
represented the PBLG in two 
days of conciliation meetings 
with the Defender Charities 
on July 28 and 29, mediated 
by the City of Chicago Com¬ 
mission on Human Relations. 
The meetings resulted in the 
Defender reversing its origi¬ 
nal decision and allowing the 
gay and lesbian group to 
march. 

The Defender was unwill¬ 
ing to comment on the rever¬ 
sal. “They’re in the parade. 
That means there’s nothing 
else to say,” Brown said. 

PBLG is an ad hoc group of 
black gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity members who joined 
forces last spring to increase 
the visibility of gays and les¬ 
bians in the black community. 
Applying to march in the 
televised South Side parade, 
which is geared toward 
children and families and at¬ 
tracts a crowd of more than 
one million people, was a step 
toward achieving that visi¬ 
bility. 

Once the group was al¬ 
lowed in the parade, prepara¬ 
tions were made to strength¬ 
en security for the marching 
unit. Stephanie Betts, PBLG 
member and co-chair of the 


Democratic Club. “There 
was no way the president 
could go all out for a policy of 
no discrimination, without 
having Congress attach that 
to another piece of legislation 
which the president would 
have to veto,” she said. 

Bob Kane of the 
Clinton/Gore Club met with 
Clinton last Friday in Alame¬ 
da. “Our club still remains 
with Bill. As to the president 
traveling to Colorado, Kane 
feels “it would really be inap¬ 
propriate for [Clinton] to boy¬ 
cott. He is the president of all 
the states, and not everyone 
in Colorado did support 
Amendment 2. It’s the same 
with the pope. I don’t agree 
with the pope, but as the lead¬ 
er of the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere, it would be inappro¬ 
priate for him not to appear.” 

As to Clinton’s not ad¬ 
dressing the issues of the anti¬ 
gay amendment or the issues 
of reproductive rights while 
the pope railed against abor¬ 
tion and any lifestyle that was 
not religiously conservative, 
Kane still defends the presi¬ 
dent as merely fulfilling his 
duty as an elected official. 

“I know that the communi¬ 
ty is very divided. I’m gay 
and living with HIV. I did 
talk with him at the Moscone 
Center. He went as far as he 
can without Congress making 
[the military ban] into law. It 
could end up in the Supreme 
Court with Ruth Ginsburg be¬ 
ing the deciding vote.” Legal 
experts have said that Gins¬ 
burg, although suspect in cer¬ 
tain rulings, is expected to be 
generally gay-positive. 

“I believe him,” Kane says 
of Clinton. “I don’t think he 
has sold us out. 

“I think he really does 
care. The Clintons have per¬ 
sonal friends who are gay, 
who have AIDS. He’s just up 
against so much opposition. 
It’s not only the gay commu¬ 
nity. Every community has its 
agenda. People have gone 
through 12 years of nothing 
happening. Everybody just 
wants their whole agenda 
now.” 

The San Francisco Clin¬ 
ton/Gore Democratic Club 
will honor Clinton’s 47th 
birthday with a party, Thurs¬ 
day, August 19, from 7-9pm, 


Gay and Lesbian Advisory 
Committee to the Neighbor¬ 
hood Relations Division of 
the Chicago Police, said the 
police were fully cooperative 
in making the arrangements.

Although no concrete 
plans have been made, Pick¬ 
ens said, “The parade was a 
beginning of a long list of 
things, areas where we think 
work has to be done and dia¬ 
logue has to be started. We’d 
like to continue and do that 
work.” ▼

killing. 

Amid the revelations that 
Maupin was sexually active, 
and growing speculation 
about the brutality of 
Maupin’s death, Napa police 
continue to keep a tight lid 
clamped on the investigation 
that led to Jennings’s arrest. 

Citing growing media at¬ 
tention about the homicide 
and the possibility that pre-tri¬ 
al publicity might force a 
change of venue of Jennings’s 
trial on the charges, Bowman 
said a gag order would be 
sought in the case. 

Bowman credited crime 
specialists with the State De¬ 
partment of Justice, who were 
brought in to assist with in¬ 
vestigation of the crime scene, 
with making “key breaks” in 
the case. 

The Bay Area Reporter 
has learned that two state fin¬ 
gerprint experts, and two oth¬ 
er specialists in blood and 
other evidence, assisted police 
in the investigation. 

The presence of expert 
state criminalists adds to 
growing speculation and ru¬ 
mors about the events that 
led to Maupin’s death, how he 
died, and what physical evi¬ 
dence of a sexual nature was 
discovered at the scene of the 
crime that led investigators to 
believe that Maupin was gay 


at McDonald’s, 600 Van Ness 
at Golden Gate, where in ad¬ 
dition to “bipartisan birthday 
cake,” attendees are invited to 


and that Jennings killed the 
priest. 

“Four forensic specialists 
conducted the long and te¬ 
dious examination of the 
crime scene, and it was the 
work they performed that 
identified Jennings as the sus¬ 
pect,” Bowman said. 

Maupin, 47, director of the 
hospital’s chaplaincy unit 
since 1991, according to 
Queen of the Valley Hospital, 
had been in ill health for a 
year, following the removal of 
a cancerous kidney, according 
to Barbara Corotto, NVAP 
executive director. 

Knutsen said Maupin was 
a frequent customer at the 
Pendulum bar in the Castro, 
and although police initially 
made it known he was last 
seen alive at the bar the night 
before he was murdered, they 
had reason to believe the 
priest knew his killer. 

Maupin was found dead 
ten years to the day from the 
time he was assaulted by a 
Muncie, Indiana, man who 
was living with him in 1983. 

When Maupin, a onetime 
member of the Muncie Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission, 
moved to California in 1987, 
the man charged in that as¬ 
sault traveled to California to 
live with the priest. 

He was questioned by 
Napa police in connection 
with the murder but was not 
arrested. 

Maupin lived alone at the 
time of his death. ▼

Check the Label When 
Shoppingfor Condoms

Picture this: a nervous cus¬ 
tomer walks into a sex-video 
arcade, looking for a condom, 
in a hurry. He finds a wide 
assortment in an empty gold¬ 
fish bowl, and buys one with¬ 
out examining it. 

Sound familiar? It 
shouldn’t be, because some of 
the condoms in those bowls 
have no expiration dates, and 
others have no tamper-proof 
packaging, making them a 
target for nuts with a prob¬ 
lem and a needle. 

Wild Jay’s, located in the 
Tenderloin, sells “Fundoms” 
— condoms in packages bear¬ 
ing cartoons and fine print 
confirming that what’s inside 
are authentic condoms that 
protect against disease. The 
package itself had no printed 
expiration date and could eas¬ 
ily be opened and closed with 
no trace. All the lubrication 
and sex toy products are be¬ 
hind locked glass cases. 

When the B.A.R. asked 
the manager why there is no 
expiration date on the lubrica¬ 
tion products he said, “as far 
as I’m concerned, the stuff 
[lube] never expires.” When it 
came to the issue of tampered 
products, he said, “I’ve 
worked in six stores and I’ve 
never seen tampering. I don’t 
let them screw around here.” 

The Art Theatres, located 
nearby on Taylor Street, sells 
individual “Gold Circle Coin” 
brand condoms (manufac¬ 
tured by the Safetex Corpora¬ 
tion). “Gold Circle Coin” con¬ 
doms are not wrapped in air¬ 
tight packs like Trojans and 
Sheiks, but in a metal foil, 
like chocolate gold coins. A 
lot of them looked old and 
shabby. This reporter fiddled 
around with one and noticed 
how easily they open. “Gold 
Circle Coin” condoms have 
numbers printed on top, but 
the salesgirl could not figure 
out what they mean. 

The Art Theatres also had 
small packs of lubrication for 
individual sale. The Probe, 
Elbow Grease, and even John¬ 
son & Johnson brands had no 
expiration dates printed. All 
the larger containers of lubri¬ 
cation were behind glass cas¬ 



ing; when this reporter tried 
to see if the containers could 
be tampered with, the clerk 
said, “You can’t touch it, sir.” 

Arcade Books, located on 
Market (by Jones) had an en¬ 
tire wall display of “Gold Cir¬ 
cle Coin” condoms, boxed in 
see-through packages with ex¬ 
piration dates printed on top. 
The store also sells “Gold Cir¬ 
cle Coin” condoms individual¬ 
ly, again with no expiration 
dates. Most of the other as¬ 
sorted condoms for individual 
sale were also without expira¬ 
tion dates, according to the 
manager, because “What we’ll 
do is tear open a few assorted 
boxes [with expiration dates 
printed on the packaging] and 
stir ’em up in the containers.” 

A lone 25-cent video place 
stands on Powell Street near 
Union Square. All brand 
name, more-or-less normal¬ 
sized condoms there had expi¬ 
ration dates stamped on 
them, but not so a big Doc 
Johnson brand “tickler” with 
tentacles sticking out from 
the sides, making it look 


something like a stegosaurus. 
The package design protects 
the reservoir and the entry 
hole but leaves the rest ex¬ 
posed so prospective buyers 
can touch the ticklers. The 
wrapping looked filmy and 
frail. All lubrication was be¬ 
hind glass casing to prevent 
theft and tampering. 

Frenchie’s, located at 1020 
Geary Street, had a wild — 
but neatly arranged — display 
of condoms that looked fresh 
from the factory. Most notice¬ 
able were the R.D.(Rubber 
Ducky), Ms.D (Ducky), and 
Boots brand condoms with 
the words “expiration date” 
printed on the packaging — 
but the date and year itself 
weren’t printed at all. All the 
lubrication looked grease-gun 
fresh. 

Le Salon, on Polk at Post, 
sells “Gold Circle” and “Men¬ 
tor Plus” condoms individual¬ 
ly. Some of the “Mentor Plus” 
condoms had dates back to 
1989, but the clerk didn’t 
know if it referred to the ex¬ 
piration or manufacturing 
date. ▼ 


Gay-Positive Spiritualists To 
Convene in Nothern California

Programs for lesbians and 
gays will be included in the 
California Eckankar Seminar, 
set for September 3-5 at the 
Santa Clara Marriott Hotel. 

Introduced to America in 
1965, the religion of Eckankar 
focuses on bringing an indi¬ 
vidual to greater understand¬ 
ing, Eckist Tom Mapp ex¬ 
plained to the B.A.R. 

“Our spiritual practices 
hinge around going within 
and finding out what’s true 
for us,” Mapp said. “Every¬ 
body is incarnated for a rea¬ 
son, for many reasons: for ed¬ 
ification of ourselves and to 
evolve toward enlightenment. 

Mapp pointed out that 
Eckankar is opposed to many 


of the teachings espoused by 
Pope John Paul II during his 
recent trip to Colorado. For 
instance, Eckankar has no 
prohibitions against abortions, 
birth control, or women in 
the clergy. 

“Everyone finds their own 
answers within,” Mapp said. 

Mapp is a member of a 
subgroup of Eckankar for les¬ 
bian and gay members. 
Called “Souls Like Us,” the 
group will organize special ac¬ 
tivities during the forthcoming 
seminar. 

Discussion groups will fo¬ 
cus on topics such as spiritual 
and emotional support, sexu¬ 
ality and spirituality, relation¬ 
ships and spirituality, and 
how relationships can help a 
person grow or hold them 


back spiritually. 

Sexuality can be an impor¬ 
tant component of spiritual 
life, Mapp said. 

“Everything happens for a 
reason, so the fact that we’re 
gay has some lessons for us. It 
gives us experience we can 
use,” he said. “A question I 
ask myself is what have I 
learned from being gay in my 
lifetime. One of the answers 
is that I’ve had my self worth 
challenged and by learning to 
overcome that, being gay be¬ 
comes a positive force in my 
life.”

other sins, adding that “Amer¬ 
ica needs much prayer lest it 
lose its soul.” The Pope, not 
giving an inch to any more lib¬ 
eralized customs, lauded natu¬ 
ral family-planning methods 
that have been promoted since 
the Vatican banned all real 
forms of contraception a quar¬ 
ter-century ago but which 
have been rejected outright by 
most American Catholics, (re¬ 
member the joke: What do 
you call couples that use “the 
rhythm method” of birth con¬ 
trol? Parents!), and called for 
better efforts “to educate the 
consciences of married couples 
in this form of conjugal chasti¬ 
ty." 

Senator Barbara Boxer is 
proposing Claudia Wilken, a 
U.S. magistrate and well- 
known former defense lawyer, 
for a District Court post in 
San Francisco; Senator Fein- 
stein is expected to recom¬ 
mend at least three lawyers 
for federal judgeships soon. 

Some political observers in 
Sacramento quietly predict 
that Insurance Commissioner 
John Garamendi may with¬ 
draw from the Demo gover¬ 
nor’s race if he is still far be¬ 
hind Kathleen Brown by the 
first of the year; Brown cur¬ 
rently, by most polls, holds a 
14 point lead over Garamendi 
and outdistances him by about 
$2.5 million to $1 million in 
the fundraising race. Also, it 
should be noted that Garamen¬ 
di would have to give up his 
“safe” Insurance Commissioner 
job to make the race. 

The Republicans never 
seem to learn: one report has 
it that California state GOP 
Chairperson Tirso del Junco, 
appearing at a “Chris Cox for 
Senate” fundraiser (Cox is an¬ 
other California congressmem- 
ber who wants to run against 
Feinstein) actually promised 


the GOP faithful in attendance 
at the Anaheim Hills party 
that “in order to achieve party 
unity” he could promise them 
that any discussion of the 
abortion issue will be banned 
during next year’s elections. 
(Here they go again: kissing 
ass with the pro-lifers in your 
party, Mr. Chairman, is only 
one more way of further undo¬ 
ing any hopes for GOP victo¬ 
ries in California next year; 
can Pat Buchanan and his infa¬ 
mous sister Bay be far be¬ 
hind?) 

A recent fundraising letter 
from the Orange County 
Council of the Boy Scouts of 
America suggests the organiza¬ 
tion threatens to become be¬ 
sieged by gays and atheists; 
the letter, sent to thousands of 
prospective donors, reads: “To¬ 
day, even the Boy Scouts are 
under attack for sticking to the 
traditional values you and I 
grew up with; some want to 
remove all mention of God 
from the Scout law. Others 
want to make openly avowed 
homosexuals Scout leaders. 
Do you care enough about our 
basic, tried-and-true American 
values to make a special gift to 
the Boy Scouts of America to¬ 
day?” 

I’m not saying I agree with 
Governor Wilson, but this guy 
may have found a winning is¬ 
sue: he’s definitely onto some¬ 
thing big when he proposes to 
deny citizenship to illegal alien 
offspring born in this country. 
If one were to take a poll (or 
even a ballot vote) in Califor¬ 
nia on this issue today, Wilson 
would win this one big time; 
one respected report has it 
that California alone currently 
has three million illegals living 
here (mostly from Mexico) 
with tens of thousands getting 
public monies, medical help, 
etc., that a great many believe 
should be going to “real Cali¬ 
fornia citizens.” It’s not a pret¬ 
ty issue, but one that threatens 
to come to the forefront very 


soon — and no one person 
knows this better than the Cal¬ 
ifornia Governor who must 
run for re-election next year 
and is looking for a hot issue. 

Another jackass to be heard 
from: anti-abortion leader Ran¬ 
dall Terry (who now plans to 
run for public office) was in 
Iowa last week telling victims 
of the floods there that “these 
floods, and other disasters, are 
God’s punishment for abor¬ 
tionists and the faithless.” 
Speaking at a Des Moines 
church, Terry raved that “the 
floods, hurricanes, snow 
storms, the drought... they are 
all the judgement of God,” 
adding that “we are paying for 
our wickedness and there is 
more to come. 

“One-half of the hemophili¬ 
acs in the United States are 
dying of AIDS; homosexuals 
are the cause of AIDS,” Terry 
said. As I said, Terry hints that 
he will soon run for office and 
he should feel quite at home 
with his Republican party and 
the likes of Pat Buchanan. 

Salt with your crow, Gener¬ 
al? Marine Corps Comman¬ 
dant General Carl E. Munday, 
who last week ordered a 
phase-out in the enlistment of 
married men and women in 
the Corps — but quickly back¬ 
tracked once President Clinton 
and Defense Secretary Les As- 
pin learned of it — is the same 
Marine General who reported¬ 
ly circulated the anti-gay tapes 
during the recent hearings on 
gays in the military; this guy 
apparently does not only dis¬ 
like gays, but women as well. 

Which brings me to the 
Quote of the Week (from pro¬ 
gay Colorado Congresswoman 
Pat Schroeder, the third-rank¬ 
ing Democrat on the House 
Armed Services Committee, 
upon hearing of General Mun¬ 
day’s policy: “If they are not al¬ 
lowed to be homosexuals and 
they’re not allowed to be mar¬ 
ried, what are they supposed 
to do, take cold showers?” T

Man Gets Near-Maximum in Tryst Slaying 

SANTA ANA — A judge sentenced a parolee to 30 years to 
life in prison on August 12, for robbing and strangling a 66- 
year-old man inside his Seal Beach home last year. 

Superior Court Judge Robert Fitzgerald handed down the 
near-maximum sentence for Duane Stanley Mesaeh, 28, who 
was found guilty in April of first-degree murder. Mesaeh will 
be eligible for parole in 20 years. 

The victim, Thomas Douglas Turner, was found dead inside 
his home February 27. Prosectors maintained that Turner be¬ 
friended a homeless Mesaeh, offering him food and temporary 
shelter in apparent exchange for sex. 

Deputy District Attorney Lew Rosenblum characterized 
Mesaeh as a male prostitute who tried to rob Turner, then 
strangled the older man when he resisted. 

Mesaeh was arrested after a bank’s videocamera recorded 
Mesaeh using Turner’s credit cards to withdraw money a day 
after the slaying.

Sex Abuse Rejected as Murder Defense 

NAPA — A jury recommended death Monday, August 16, 
for a high school dropout convicted of killing four people and 
wounding ten others at his former Olivehurst school. 

Family members of Houston’s victims hugged and wept in 
the Napa County courtroom as the jury delivered its recom¬ 
mended sentence for Eric Houston. 

Superior Court Judge W. Scott Snowden will sentence 
Houston September 17, when defense attorneys are expected 
to ask for a reduction to life in prison. 

Houston, 22, was convicted July 22 of taking more than 80 
people hostage, wounding ten and killing a teacher and three 
students last year at Lindhurst High School in Olivehurst. 

Last week the jury concluded that the high school dropout 
was sane when he stormed the school with a rifle and shotgun. 
The defense had argued that Houston was driven temporarily 
insane by alleged sexual abuse by one of his slain victims, 
civics teacher Robert Brens.

IGLHRC Goes to Russia 
To Spring Gays from Jail

MOSCOW (UPI) - After 
decades of Soviet repression 
and persecution, Russia’s ho¬ 
mosexuals have taken advan¬ 
tage of the country’s new lib¬ 
eral climate to set up Russia’s 
first national organization for 
lesbians and gay men. 

But activists warned that 
gays are still victims of dis¬ 
crimination and complained 
that since a draconian ban on 
homosexual sex was repealed 
last May, not one gay man 
charged under it has been re¬ 
leased from prison. 

Gay leaders said Monday, 
August 16, the new group, 
called “Triangle,” held its 
founding conference over the 
weekend and would soon 
open a Western-style informa¬ 
tion center providing a focus 
for Russia’s burgeoning gay 
community. 

More than 150 people from 
27 Russian towns came to 
Moscow over the weekend to 
witness the birth of Triangle, 
which will campaign for gay 
rights, fight homophobia, 
propagate safe sex, and pro¬ 
mote gay culture. 

But to drive home the lin¬ 
gering problem of homopho¬ 
bia in Russia, one activist ap¬ 
peared before reporters with 


a brown paper bag over her 
head, with the words, “I can¬ 
not show my face because of 
society’s attitude to gays.” 

Russia’s nascent gay move¬ 
ment was given a boost in 
May when Parliament re¬ 
pealed a Stalin-era statute 
criminalizing homosexual re¬ 
lations between men. 

A team from the San Fran¬ 
cisco-based International Gay 
and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission has been at 
work, trying to release gay 
men still serving sentences 
under the quashed ban — but 
admitted it has had limited 
success. 

Masha Gessen, who leads 
the prison project, said her 
team met tough resistance 
from jail authorities who ei¬ 
ther did not know the law 
had been repealed or had no 
interest in doing anything 
about it. 

“After the repeal was 
signed, no body was created 
to set people free,” Gessen 
said. “The convicted man 
must himself lodge an appeal 
for his release. But in fact, 
people are still prey to the 
whim of prison governors.” 

Gessen said that at least 35 
to 50 gay men charged under 
the quashed ban are still lan¬ 
guishing in jail. The Russian 


Justice Ministry says 393 men 
were charged under the 
sodomy law in 1992, and 25 
were convicted. 

But this did not take into 
consideration the common 
practice of charging gay men 
under a string of minor of¬ 
fenses such as hooliganism or 
corrupting minors. Gessen 
said if the number of people 
convicted in this way were 
added, the figure for wrong¬ 
ful imprisonment would be 
much higher. 

Activists complained that 
the repeal had not allayed 
widespread hostility towards 
homosexuals. 

“Attitudes towards us have 
not changed in any way since 
the ban was lifted,” said 
Yevgenya Debryanskaya, 
head of the Union for Coming 
Out. “Most people don’t even 
know it happened.” 

Debryanskaya said the 
new organization would back 
political candidates who sup¬ 
ported gay rights and press 
for gay representation in the 
Russian Parliament, a bastion 
of conservative sentiment. 

“Someone must take upon 
themselves the responsibility 
for representing us in Parlia¬ 
ment,” she said. “This is abso¬ 
lutely necessary.” T 
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Man Goes to Prison for Giving Teens Porn 

SACRAMENTO — A Silicon Valley man has been sen¬ 
tenced to five years and eight months in state prison for dis¬ 
tributing pornographic materials to two Sacramento teenagers. 

William David Steen of Campbell also was ordered Friday 
to pay a $1,200 fine. He had used a computer billboard to make 
contact with the teens in 1991 and later provided them with 
computer equipment and pornographic materials. 

Steen pleaded no contest to the charges in March. 

Defense attorneys argued that Steen had a clean record and 
should get probation. But the judge sided with prosecutors 
who alleged Steen tried to bribe a cellmate and a sheriffs 
deputy to hurt or kill one of the teens before the teen could 
testify against him. __ United Press International 

The Page, the Lobbyist, the Legislator, and 
The Sex Toy 

ATLANTA — A lobbyist who allegedly gave a Georgia leg¬ 
islator a sex toy, which was subesquently shown to a 13-year- 
old legislative page, has been suspended by the firm he 
worked for, company officials confirmed. 

The lobbyist, James Kittrell, who also was an employee of 
CSX Transportation, was suspended because of the controver¬ 
sy, pending an internal review, the company said in a state¬ 
ment Wednesday, August 11. 

Georgia Representative James Benefield, a Democrat rep¬ 
resenting an Atlanta metropolitan area county, came under 
criticism for taking the sex toy onto the House floor on the last 
day of the legislative session about five months ago. 

Benefield said the toy, a novelty apron with a cloth penis at¬ 
tached, was a gift from a lobbyist. 

Investigations are under way into allegations that the sex 
toy-was shown to Jason Bunkley, a 13-year-old boy serving as 
a page. However, Bunkley’s description of the lawmaker who 
showed him the object did not fit that of Benefield.

Jack La Lanne Accused of Anti-Gay Policy 

NEW YORK — The New York City Commission on Human 
Rights announced August 11 it was investigating complaints 
from two upper West Side gay couples who charged they were 
discriminated against by a neighborhood Jack La Lanne Fit¬ 
ness Center. 

The couples, both in domestic partnerships, had applied for 
a family discount program that offered 50 percent membership 
discounts for family members living in the same household, 
the commission said. 

They applied at the 74th Street and Broadway center, 
where they were told the discount is not available to unmar¬ 
ried heterosexual couples either, the commisson said. 

“It is unfair for a business operating in New York City to 
promote a discount based solely on marital status,” said Dianne 
Dixon, deputy commissioner for law enforcement. “We are 
committed to fighting discrimination that restricts access to 
business services for some while providing special privileges 
to others based on a narrow definition of family.” 

If the prosecution is successful. Jack La Lanne Fitness Cen¬ 
ters could be ordered to pay compensatory damages to the in¬ 
dividuals and civil penalties of up to $100,000, the commission

PHILADELPHIA — The World Series opened Tuesday in 
Philadelphia, but the hometown Phillies won’t be participat¬ 
ing. 

The 17th annual Gay Softball World Series is for homosex¬ 
uals only. 

More than 80 teams representing 26 gay and lesbian leagues 
in the United States and Canada are expected to compete in 
the five-day series in Fairmount Park. 

Mayor Ed Rendell welcomed the 2,000 series participants 
during opening ceremonies Tuesday evening. 

The city spent $55,000 to upgrade the six softball fields 
where the series will be played. 

“This is the biggest gay sporting event in Philadelphia his¬ 
tory,” said Jim Doetzl of the City of Brotherly Love Softball 
League, which is hosting the series.

James W. Owles, GAA Founder, dies at 46 

Gay rights pioneer James W. Owles died of AIDS-related 
toxoplasmosis August 6 in New York City. He was 46. 

Owles was the founding president of the Gay Activists Al¬ 
liance and the first openly gay candidate for political office in 
New York City. 

Until earlier this year, he was a special assistant and liaison 
to the lesbian and gay community for New York State Senate 
minority leader Manfred Ohrenstein. 

Owles was born in Calument City, Illinois. He attended the 
University of Illinois and then served in the Air Force. 

In December 1969, Owles helped found the Gay Activists 
Alliance with Arthur Bell, Arthur Evans, Martin Robinson, 
and others. As president of the alliance from 1970 to 1971, 
Owles pushed for anti-discrimination bills in Albany and New 
York City. 

In 1973 he ran for the City Council district including Green¬ 
wich Village but lost to the incumbent Carol Greitzer. 

Owles founded the Gay and Lesbian Independent 
Democrats in 1974. In 1985, he was one of the seven founding 
members of the Gay and Lesbian Alliance Against Defama¬ 
tion. 

He is survived by his brothers, Kevin, Robert Jr., and 
Michael, and sisters, Penny Pivourinas and Sharon Homola.

Marine Chastity

W hen Carl E. Mundy 
Jr., Commandant 
General of the U.S. 
Marine Corps an¬ 
nounced that they were going 
to “phase out” married sol¬ 
diers and no longer accept 
married recruits, many peo¬ 
ple sensed an affinity be¬ 
tween his new policy and the 
recently upheld ban on gays. 
The chastity policy was 
quashed within hours by De¬ 
fense Secretary Les Aspin 
and Clinton was reportedly 
“astonished” when the pro¬ 
posed marriage ban was ex¬ 
plained to him. 

Mundy quickly backed 
down, acknowledging that 
such major policy changes

should be checked out with 
the secretary before they’re 
released. But one senses some 
hurt confusion on his part at 
the speed and heat of the top 
brass’ s response. He had just 
finished a highly successful 
crusade against lifting the ban 
on gays and lesbians in the 
military. The “compromise” 
upholding that ban seemed 
clearly, to Mundy, to establish 
the principle of protecting the 
military’s interest in its sol¬ 
diers’ personal lives. 

While queers were banned 
pretty much just for being de¬ 
viants and therefore likely 
non-conformists, married re¬ 
cruits trouble the Marines in 
a number of specific ways. 
They are less likely to re-en- 
list after long tours' of duty 
overseas and their marriages 
often fail as a result of job 
pressure. If we simply don’t 
allow them to marry, Mundy 
reasoned, we’ll have better re¬ 
enlistment and fewer conflict¬ 
ing loyalties — not to men¬ 
tion how much you’d save on 
the payout of death benefits if 
there was an unforeseen 
heavy body count in Somalia 
or Iraq or Bosnia or South 
America. 

The media soon made 
hash of the short-lived and 
somewhat bizarre and Or¬ 
wellian policy. They noted 
that, in theory, some homo¬ 
sexuals would be allowed in 
the Marines (if they “passed” 
as straight) while some het¬ 
erosexuals (the married ones) 
would not. “They can’t be ho¬ 
mosexuals and they can’t be 
married,” declared Colorado 
Representative Patricia 
Schroeder, “what are they 
supposed do, take cold show¬ 
ers?” (Yes, but you have to 
watch that they don’t “drop 
the soap.”) The Marine Corps’ 
desire to eliminate married 
people made many wonder 
just what they mean when 
they advertise for “a few good 
men.” 

The Military Ideal 

Back in 1978 a Catholic 
priest studying theology at 


Northwestern University ex¬ 
plained to me the literal 
meaning of the “chastity” oath 
as he understood it; this in re¬ 
sponse to observations about 
his hyper-active sex life. 

“Chastity means not get¬ 
ting married — to a woman, 
specifically,” he declaimed. 
“It was implemented, really, 
as a social policy; they wanted 
to make sure no individuals 
could inherit church proper¬ 
ty’’ 

“Therefore, my entirely ho¬ 
mosexual activity doesn’t in¬ 
fringe on the chastity oath be¬ 
cause there’s absolutely no 
possibility that this will lead 
to marriage and all its unholy 
complications,” he concluded. 
“My activity violates neither 
the letter nor the underlying 
spirit of the rule.” 

I was pretty sure that his 
bishop wouldn’t agree with 
that liberal interpretation of 
church doctrine. Nor did I ac¬ 
cept his simplistic explanation 
of its origin. In fact, clergy 
chastity is a direct descent of 
the pre-Christian practice of 
eunuch priests; the modern 
twist is dispensing with the 
surgery. There are many rea¬ 
sons why the Catholic Church 
favors such a policy, including 
perhaps those suggested by 
an informant, but the core of 
this issue is that the hierarchy 
really does desire “eunuchs,” 
sexual zombies incapable of 
romantic attachment (to 
adults, in any case). 

They fail most of the time, 
but you can’t blame ‘em for 
trying. Commandant Mundy 
may not be the Pope (by the 
way: 18,000 people needed 
treatment for heat prostration 
— and one died — at the re¬ 
cent Colorado PopeFest: 
Catholicism Kills!) but he 
agreed with the principle of 
keeping your workforce as 
zombyized as you can. The 
more you can isolate them 
from civilian life, the more 
pliable they’ll be; and with 
luck you can reduce them to 
the status of soulless automa¬ 
tons, that military ideal. The 
only question is: how much 
tampering with your soldiers’ 
lives can you do before you 
start violating their — ick — 
rights. 

Classic indoctrination 

This was the other issue 
that Mundy considered re¬ 
solved when the gay ban was 
upheld. In the Senate hear¬ 
ings on the ban he and other 
lead bottomed brass argued 
that in their august judgment, 
queers were unfit for service. 
They ignored two indepen¬ 
dent reports — which the 
Pentagon commissioned and 
paid for — which proved oth¬ 
erwise. They skirted the 
thorny issue of the degree of 
intrusion required to enforce 
the policy. The military com¬ 
manders were found to have 
a right to enforce their preju¬ 
dices even in the absence of 
evidence; and also the author¬ 
ity to tamper with the private 


lives of soldiers. 

Some of the proposed fea¬ 
tures of the chastity policy il¬ 
lustrate this point. All recruits 
would be required to watch 
orientation videos extolling 
the virtues of delaying mar¬ 
riage. Marriage wouldn’t be 
banned per se, but those in¬ 
terested in matrimony would 
be required to take “work¬ 
shops” designed to reverse 
their decision. Perhaps they 
were trying to spin this as 
supportive psychotherapy, but 
really it’s just classic indoctri¬ 
nation and mind-control tech¬ 
niques aimed at coercing sub¬ 
mission. 

But the Congress — at 
least that large, comfortable 
majority of Congress that 
backed the gay ban — never 
intended to grant the Pen¬ 


tagon so sweeping a mandate. 
They acknowledged a mili¬ 
tary franchise can do pretty 
much whatever they wanted 
to the queers, but they’d as¬ 
sumed that normal people 
would still have the usual 
rights. Mundy asserted other¬ 
wise and courted disaster. 
Not only would the chastity 
ban have been vulnerable to 
court challenges (on the same 
basis as the current chal¬ 
lenges to the gay ban), but it 
would outrage a far larger pro¬ 
portion of the population — al¬ 
though, ironically, there’s 
probably more closeted queer 
Marines than there are mar¬ 
ried ones. 

Now the legislators find, to 
their dismay, that the military 
honchos have assumed a carte 
blanche to screen and mold 


their human components as 
they wish. A Brookings Institu¬ 
tion military analyst comment¬ 
ed that the policy would have 
been an effective cost-cutting 
measure (it’s cheaper to trans¬ 
fer single soldiers than entire 
families) but “may not be con¬ 
sidered a socially acceptable 
policy.” And it is Congress, not 
the Marine brass, who have to 
answer to that general society. 

Thus the lightning-swift re¬ 
versal. Do they sense that they 
have opened a Pandora’s Box

T he blind musician 
says, “C’mere,” beck¬ 
oning the woman 
closer as he starts to 
play. “If you listen real good, 
the instruments will tell their 
stories. If you listen real hard, 
you’ll hear the magic.” The 
world thinks he’s mad, maybe 
he is, to everyone but her. 
She’s listened, she’s heard — 
the stories and the magic. 

Belinda Sullivan knows 
the blind musician and the 
woman who listens, the same 
way she knows the madwom¬ 
an who once was a 
schoolteacher until violence 
seared her mind. She carries 
their stories with her, spin¬ 
ning them out to all who 
come close, who listen hard 
to hear the magic. She is a 
storyteller, carrying on a tra¬ 
dition nearly as old as the hu¬ 
man race. 

Ancient Tradition 

Long before there were 
scripts and stages and actors, 
there were the travelers who 
carried stories from one 
campfire to the next. Long 
before there were horror 
movies, there were horror sto¬ 
ries, told by wizened grand¬ 
mothers by the light of a full 
moon. They were the first po¬ 
ets, the first novelists, the first 
scriptwriters. They gave fam¬ 
ilies a sense of where they’d 
come from and children a 
taste of the fantastic. With 
them, everything was possi¬ 
ble, no tale too fantastic, no 
human emotion or act was 
taboo. 

They tell of Angolans, 
brought to America as slaves, 
who one day flew home to 
Africa as large, dark birds — 
their great arms flapping 
against the blue sky. Some¬ 
times they tell of magic chil¬ 
dren who ride on the backs of 
great, gray geese, plucking 
stars from the sky as they 
pass. Storytelling adapts to 
the culture, but the truths — 
and consequently the stories — 
are much the same. Sullivan 
says the listeners believe be¬ 
cause the storyteller believes 
and sprinkles it all with what 
she calls magic. 

“My gift is that I have the 
ability to take the written 
word and find whatever emo¬ 
tion is in it, put it into myself, 
surrender my soul to that 
emotion and deliver it, and 
make you, as a listener, be¬ 
lieve it. Storytellers breathe 
in the words, and when they 
breathe them back out, they 
crush them and pray them 
and sing them and cry them. 
All those emotions. Every¬ 
thing I read, every word I 
choose goes to my heart and 
becomes mine.” 

Even as a child growing 
up in Oakland, Belinda Sulli¬ 
van was a storyteller, al¬ 
though she didn’t have a 
word for it at the time. The 
seventh of ten children, raised 
in an abusive, dysfunctional 
family, she made up stories to 
survive. “What I started doing

was making up characters 
and these fantastic stories, 
and literally saying, ‘That 
could be me.’ And I believed 
it. So when I tell stories to 
people, they believe, because 
I believe. I always have.” 

Dry Spell 

This belief in stories and 
the characters who lived with 
her made her a dramatic 
child and, later, a good ac¬ 
tress, who trained at San 
Francisco State University. 
For as long as Sullivan can 
remember, she performed in 
one way or another until one 
day in 1979 when she simply 
stopped. That was the begin¬ 
ning of a long dry period. 
Looking back, she says, “Per¬ 
forming just wasn’t in my 
heart anymore. All of a sud¬ 
den, I just didn’t have it.” It 
wasn’t until 1987 that she be¬ 
gan thinking about perform¬ 
ing again. Another two years 
would pass before she actual¬ 
ly found her voice in the most 
unlikely of places: the Berke¬ 
ley Flea Market. 

There, she bought an 
African doll, which was hold¬ 
ing another doll and had a 
third tied to her back. The 
doll was a traditional story¬ 
teller doll, the kind common 
in most cultures, although 
Sullivan didn’t know it at the 
time. And this woman, who 
never played with dolls as a 
child, found herself suddenly 
listening to a story being told 
by one. 

“I had the doll on the 
dresser in the bedroom, and 
she woke me up in the mid¬ 
dle of the night, telling me 
this story in a Jamaican ac¬ 
cent. So I put the doll on the 
typewriter and wrote the sto¬ 
ry, which I called The Mead¬ 
ow of Magic about three lit¬ 
tle girls.” 

That, she says, was the be¬ 
ginning of her storytelling ca¬ 
reer. She would go on to tell 
that story and others at 
schools and libraries, and ulti¬ 


mately at the Michigan Wom- 
yn’s Music Festival and story¬ 
telling festivals across the na¬ 
tion. And as her collection of 
stories has grown — she now 
has about 40, a respectable 
number for three years — so, 
too, has the doll collection. 

She calls them her little 
army of women, these dolls — 
folk dolls often without faces 
or mouths from Africa or 
African traditions, and all 
without names — that some¬ 
times tell her stories and al¬ 
ways cause her to reflect on 
herself. “They say to me, 
‘Girlfriend, you’ve got to sit 
down and talk to us or talk to 
yourself.’ That’s where it 
comes down to me believing 
in me and me believing in 
earth. If I just stop the com¬ 
puter in my brain, shut it 
down and listen, I’ll know 
what to do.” 


Cautionary Tale 

Since she started perform¬ 
ing again, as a storyteller and 
as an actress, Sullivan has 
been making up for her 
decade-long block by working 
almost nonstop. Most recent¬ 
ly, she was the voices of most 
of the characters in the shad¬ 
ow-theater production of In 
Xanadu, an ambitious piece 
that called for her to cast her 
versatile voice in dozens of di¬ 
rections. She works often as a 
children’s storyteller in 
schools and libraries, and she 
is currently developing a one- 
woman show: a series of sto¬ 
ries and characters that in¬ 
volves storytelling. But she 
cautions — don’t label her as 
an actress or performance 
artist. 

“People have tried to call 
me an actress, they’ve tried to 
call me a performance artist. 
I’m a storyteller. Theater and 
performance art are more 
limiting. The forms demand 
that you use a set way of do¬ 
ing the piece. There are no 
significant changes once the 
piece is set. Storytellers make

the stories they tell their own, 
and they tell it any which 
way they want to, using what¬ 
ever voice they want, and 
most important, we work 
with the audience, play off 
the audience, respond to 
them. Unlike actors and per¬ 
formance artists, we break 
that fourth wall and go out 
into the audience. I interact a 
lot with an audience, I pay at¬ 
tention to what they’re doing 
and respond to it. Perfor¬ 
mance artists don’t do that, 
neither do actresses, because 
when you’re in the theater,

you’ve always got to keep 
that pace. Whereas with sto¬ 
rytelling, I can get off the 
stage and go down and sit in 
the audience, which I’ve done 
several times. It’s just more 
personal, more free.” 

While she’s written some 
of the stories she tells, few of 
them delve directly into her 
personal life. You don’t meet 
Belinda Sullivan onstage; in¬ 
stead, you meet one of her 50 
voices, one of the hundreds of 
characters she’s carried 
around in her head for most 
of her life. “People tell me I 
should do that, tell personal 
stuff, but,” she pauses for a 
moment, thinking, “well, 
maybe I will do that eventual¬ 
ly, but not now.” • 

Now she tells stories, folk 


tales she’s found and internal¬ 
ized or, less often, snippets of 
her own characters that she’s 
brought to life. In many ways, 
she is still telling stories and 
talking to characters who 
keep her company, the way 
she did as a child. Because re¬ 
ality now is perilously close 
to pain. 


Legacy of Loss 

In the last few years, she’s 
lost most of her longtime 
friends — men and women — 
to AIDS or breast cancer, and 
the loss has been devastating. 
“I woke up one day and real¬ 
ized all my support was gone. 
All those people I loved and 
trusted dearly were gone. 
And I was wondering, ‘Well, 
should I do stories about 
this?’ But I haven’t. I think 
the best thing I can do now is 
entertain, just touch a few 
lives in between.” 

Losing her friends and then 
finding her art has left the sto¬ 
ryteller philosophical. “It’s 
cyclical,” she says. “We all 
have our experiences, we have 
whoever we are. We grow old 
and give pieces of ourselves 
away. Then you get to a point 
where you realize you don’t 
have anything else to give. 
That’s what happened to me. 
Except that’s when my art 
started blooming.” 

In her story of the blind 
musician and the others she’s 
written, there’s the theme of 
truth breaking through mad¬ 
ness and rage and isolation. In 
her own way, Belinda Sullivan 
has owned those feelings, 
translated them, and brought 
them to life in stories. It’s up 
to the audience to listen close¬ 
ly, she says, because truth 
comes in many guises. 

“If you’ve got a black wom¬ 
an on the street corner who’s 
raging, nobody wants to listen 
to her, even if she’s speaking 
gospel truth. But you put that 
same woman on a stage and 
everybody listens. Why do 
people want to listen to my 
rage only when I’m entertain¬ 
ing them? To me, that’s racist 
because everybody has a truth 
to tell — everybody has a story 
and everybody is important. 
And everybody is a storyteller. 
If you’ve got information to 
pass, you’re a storyteller. But 
there are some storytellers 
who have magic — and I’ve 
learned I have magic and that 
it’s a gift — who become larger 
than life, who leave them¬ 
selves behind and who make 
the audience believe. That’s 
the secret, to hit a truth, to 
step beyond that fourth wall 
that separates us and say, 
‘C’mere, I got something you 
need to hear.’ And then make 
them listen.”

Though 
this sounds stiflingly PC, 
some days the sound of hate- 
mongers like Rush Lim- 
baugh on American radio 
can make the Dutch idea of 
not offending and insulting 
people sound pretty good. 

Look for Paradise Beach 
(weekdays at 5:30 p.m. on 
KICU Channel 36) on your 
TV sets. Entertainment 
Weekly’s soap opera colum¬ 
nist Alan Carter says that 
Jon Bennett, one of the 
stars of this Australian ver¬ 
sion of Baywatch, “gives new 
meaning to the phrase ‘hang 
10,’ ” and if you can’t figure 
that one out, you’re already 
watching too much TV. 

Oh, the Gay Man and the 
Straight Man Should Be 
Friends: But is it possible? 
Men’s Fitness asked hetero¬ 
sexual Bruce Fierstein (au¬ 
thor of the manliness bible 
Real Men Don’t Eat Quiche) 
and homosexual Jeff 
Yarbrough (editor of The 
Advocate) to answer this 
question.

Cabaret

W ith an alluring cas¬ 
cade of blond hair 
falling vampishly 
over her smolder¬ 
ing black eyes and a worldly 
half-smile that intimates se¬ 
cret knowledge, singer Veron¬ 
ica Klaus promises much. Yet 
with her current repertoire of 
rhythm and blues standards, 
this counterculture Vargas 
girl strangely doesn’t deliver. 

Performing every Monday 
this month in the new, larger 
show room at the Cafe du 
Nord, Klaus has changed her 
songbag from the classic 
torch plaints of cafe society to 
the heartburners of less 
swank dives. No more 
“Stormy Weather”; now she 
strikes a low-down groove 
with her opening “Why Am I 
Treated So Bad,” and doesn’t 
veer too far from it with the 
succeeding likes of “Mama, 
He’s Treating Your Daughter 
Mean” and “I Idolize You.” 

Klaus’ five-piece band siz¬ 
zles. I didn’t get their names, 
but they include a subtle sax- 
man who doubles on harp, a 
chugging keyboardist, strong 
lead guitar, plus fierce drums 
and butch bass. I almost rose 
up in arms when Klaus cut 
off their smokin’ choruses of 
“You Can Leave Your Hat 
On”; the band’s breaks are the 
evening’s high points. The 
back-up girls, comprised of 
the indefatigable Connie 
Champagne (does she ever 
sleep?) and Voice Farm’s 
singer/dancer, Miss Marilyn, 
move stylishly and wail more 
convincingly than the star, 
who remains, unflappably, a 
lady. 


For although it’s Klaus’ in¬ 
tention to approach this back¬ 
room balladry in a ladylike 
manner — “She’s the bad girl 
who’s made it to high soci¬ 
ety,” an insider informed me 
— it doesn’t quite work. With 
a form of music as familiar as 
rhythm and blues, certain 
conventions must be ob¬ 
served. You’d better leave 
some grease on the floor 
when you’re finished singing 
these songs, and if you don’t, 
at least suggest the self-con¬ 
trol it took. These unvar¬ 
nished confessions want to be 
sung by a singer who doesn’t 
use foundation, and Veronica 
is as yet unwilling, or unable, 
to crack her carefully com¬ 
posed facade. She gives us 
Rita Hayworth’s Gilda as 
played by Andie McDowell. 

Which begs the question: 
Whose fantasy is this? There 
once was a time when the au¬ 
dience was supposed to be in¬ 
dulged. But years ago, as part 
of our own adolescent rebel¬ 
lion, in defining ourselves as 
a minority group with our

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own culture while rejecting 
the confining dictates of 
straight society, the gay com¬ 
munity declared that un-talent 
was entertaining (which re¬ 
calls the reaction of one un¬ 
comprehending critic to the 
Cockettes: “No talent is not 
enough”). 

Adolescent Demands 

In this city of dilettantes, 
people are allowed to be 
whatever they call them¬ 
selves, and far too many of 
them are indulging their per¬ 
forming fantasies without the 
requisite skills. How long will 
our entertainment demands 
remain adolescent? When will 
we demand entertainers who 
live up to the prerequisites of 
the field? 

Which is not to say that 
Klaus is untalented or only 
camp. She has stage presence 
galore, but hasn’t focused it 
and is merely unpolished as 
concerns between-song chat 
or instrumental break behav¬ 


ior. Still, while I was assured 
she’s currently much better 
than in the club performances 
of previous years, I review 
performances, not improve¬ 
ment. However much Klaus 
claims this repertory as her 
“roots,” it is presently unsuit¬ 
ed to her look, demeanor, and 
most importantly, her voice. 
Firmly baritone, Klaus re¬ 
mains within her natural 
range, never climbing into the 
emotion-laden upper ranges 
of traditional femme belters. 

I grew listless last Monday. 
The audience applauded fit¬ 
fully, perhaps more interested 
in the event than its art. At 
one point, for example, they 
were delighted by Klaus’ hip 
segue into “Hit the Road, 
Jack.” But their self-congratu¬ 
latory recognition of the song 
was confirmed by their un¬ 
questioning acceptance of a 
few fleeting repetitions of its 
title line; the clever idea of in¬ 
troducing it was more impor¬ 
tant than whatever the song 


itself may have had to say. 

Klaus might have striking 
promise as a contemporary 
Dietrich, in a Bryan 
Ferry/Euro-cabaret mode. In 
her current incarnation as a 
blues belter, she’s trading on 
her underground status as a 
transgenderist and profession¬ 
al Mistress. And that makes a 
freak show of her. This may 
be hip to a youthful, renegade 


audience seeking icons in¬ 
stead of music, but it short¬ 
changes them and insults the 
performer. Klaus could fulfill 
her fantasies, and ours, with 
more suitable songs and the 
realization that performing is 
an artistic, and hopefully, im¬ 
perative activity. ▼

All That Glitters

T he only thing wrong 
with being gay is that 
we’re usually born to 
straight people who 
seem so doggedly incapable 
of understanding us. If they 
knew their unborn children 
were going to be gay, they’d 
surely abort them, like Chi¬ 
nese families do with females. 

The foreknowledge that a 
child will be gay, and the en¬ 
suing debate over whether or 
not to abort it, sets off the ac¬ 
tion in The Twilight of the 
Golds. And despite a major 
pathos-wallow that got me 
misty-eyed at the very end, 
there’s little here to arouse a 
reaction greater than mild in¬ 
difference. Is there any doubt 
that straight people, if given 
the choice, would do away 
with us? 


The Debate 

The play, in the first pro¬ 
fessional production given 
playwright Jonathan Tolin’s 
work, does little more than 
dress the debate team as char¬ 
acters. Even then, the sides 
are starkly presented. The in¬ 
cipient mother’s parents, de¬ 
spite their status as educated 
Jewish professionals, are cul¬ 
turally and morally narrow. 
Not one of them can even ut¬ 
ter the word gay (their gay 
son is “that way”), and they 
certainly aren’t capable of 
inviting his lover to family 
gatherings. 

The play’s construction is 
similarly pedestrian and pre¬ 


dictable; the characters are 
standard brand. Each one has 
a monologue explaining yet 
another generic position. 
Heavy-handed exposition ex¬ 
plains away the complexities 
of relationships and reveals 
the reactions to come, remov¬ 
ing any suspense or uncer¬ 
tainty. And although the play¬ 
wright has taken tediously 
elaborate pains to present all 
sides of the argument, there’s 
little that is new or enlighten¬ 
ing. For a gay playwright, 
Tolin is not even that witty.

The opera references used 
throughout this play don’t 
serve Tolin as well as they 
served Terence McNally in 
The Lisbon Traviata. 

Overworked as it becomes, 
the Wagnerian leitmotif is 
key to the author’s plan. In an 
eloquent speech made by the 
play’s gay character, Tolin 
uses a central relationship 
from Wagner’s Siegfried to 
explain to straight people the 
position and function of gay 
people in society. It’s an elo¬ 
quent and touching speech — 
stirring for gay people to hear 
in the theatre, yet ultimately 
not good enough to save an 
unborn child’s life. But it may 


provide a new level of under¬ 
standing for some heterosex¬ 
uals. 

Not Gay? 

And what of the “contro¬ 
versy” raised by calling this a 
gay play? The author quite 
naturally wants his play to 


reach as broad a public as 
possible and therefore resists 
a label that might turn away 
the heterosexual audience for 
whom the play is clearly in¬ 
tended. Yet in resisting that 
label, Tolin is caught in the 
same predicament as the 
play’s pregnant wife — deny¬ 
ing gay existence for the 
“greater good.” Because, face 
it: this is a play about gay 
people’s basic right to exist. It 
does a pretty good job ex¬ 
plaining our nature to straight 
people, helping them under¬ 
stand our place and, perhaps, 
our purpose in the overall 
scheme of things — not exactly 
a small agenda. To its credit, 
while trying to confine itself 
to a debate about genetic en¬ 
gineering, Twilight of the 
Golds probes some of the 
most profound gay mysteries. 
It is a gay play. 

Despite my reservations 
about the author’s position on 
the labeling of this play, I un¬ 
derstand his choice. Solidly 
bourgeois in its TV movie-of- 
the-week construction and 
heart-tugging finale, Twilight 
of the Golds is not meant for 
gay people. For us, there is 
no real debate, just two hours 
of not quite moving enough, 
not quite dramatic enough 
padding before the inevitable 
abortion. 

Sure, there’s a mild twist 
or two. With conventional 
movie-land morality, the in¬ 
cipient mother gets her come¬ 
uppance, and it’s a harsh pun¬ 
ishment. And in a develop¬ 
ment I almost cheered, the 
gay son disowns his family, 
severing connections with 
them. It’s a stance I’m more 
and more sympathetic to¬ 
ward; although we’re slowly 
achieving our legal rights, 
straight people don’t seem 
likely to understand us, to ap¬ 
preciate our necessary pres¬ 
ence in their midst. Am I ad¬ 
vocating separatism? You bet. 
So does the play. It’s a sur¬ 
prisingly ACT-UP stance for 
such a middle-American 
show, but Tolin characteristi¬ 
cally soft pedals it, going in¬ 


stead for the weepy stuff 
about a broken family. 

Grey Matter 

Twilight of the Golds has en¬ 
joyable performances by all 
but Jennifer Grey, whose Sat¬ 
urday Night Live acting 
makes a puddle of what 
should be an ocean: the play’s 
central love-hate relationship 
between sister and brother. 
Judith Scarpone gives an 
Emmy-winning performance 
as the Jewish mother; David 
Groh makes solidity look easy 
as the family patriarch; and 
Michael Spound is stiff as the 
stiff husband. Playing the gay 
brother, Rafael Sbarge is 
warm, human, and recogniz¬ 
ably queer without caricature. 
It’s a loving portrayal he 
should be proud of. 

The set, by John Iacovelli, 
enjoyably encompasses sever¬ 
al Manhattan locations as well 
as an operatically rocky crag 
of Wagner-land; the music 
and lighting cues range from 
adequate to heavy-handed. 
Arvin Brown’s direction nav¬ 
igates the eye as carefully as a 
television camera, with occa¬ 
sional congestion. 

Cast so firmly in a family 
mold, Twilight of the Golds 
is a play about gay life I’d be 
eager to take my parents to. 
It’s less imperative for a gay 
audience. You surely won’t 
find'your time ill-used by at¬ 
tending, but you could be 
home reading Judy Grahn or 
otherwise polishing your gay 
mystique. Twilight of the 
Golds isn’t a deep dive into 
gay waters, and maybe that’s 
why it isn’t a gay play. After 
all, it’s not a play for Us — it’s 
for Them. 

P.S. Why is it that — in 
plays with a gay subject mat¬ 
ter — the male stars, even 
though they’re not playing a 
gay role, feel compelled to 
mention their wife and child 
in their program bio? ▼

I n this collection of most¬ 
ly autobiographical es¬ 
says, Sandra Bernhard 
writes about phone sex 
in Rome hotel rooms, seduc¬ 
tions at Commes Des Garcons 
fashion shows, and the sexual 
perks of flying first class. 
Even her most traumatic sex¬ 
ual encounters are rendered 
glamorous by the beautiful 
people and settings. It would 
be fairly odious sex lives-of- 
the-rich-and-famous stuff if 
it were not for Bernhard’s wit¬ 
ty drama queen tone. (“Today 
was unbearably hot, and I 
was unbearably alone” begins 
one essay.) 

Bernhard’s strength as a 
writer lies in her provocative, 
and often hilarious, descrip¬ 
tions. In one essay she de¬ 
scribes the bubble-gum-fla¬ 
vored lip gloss she wore as a 


teenager and the ring it left 
around the penis of her mar¬ 
ried lover: “It was like some¬ 
thing a good detergent

couldn’t remove,” she remi¬ 
nisces. She’s also capable of 
funny dialogue, especially 
when recalling the tirades of 
a nightclub performer she 


once worked for, a certain 
“sexy, gorgeous, big-tittied, 
fuck bunny, ebony, black as 
night, black as coal, grand 
Chanel diva.” 

Love Love and Love is 


for Bernhard fans only, the 
kind of readers who can ex¬ 
cuse the self-indulgence of in¬ 
cluding a few mundane 
anecdotes, not to mention the 
24 pages of rejected essays at 


the end of the book. It’s 
shamelessly egocentric, but 
that’s just one of the things 
some of us love about Bern- 
hard. ▼

The Good Boys 

by Paul Reidinger; Dutton, $20

P aul Reidinger’s new 
novel, The Good 
Boys, belongs to the 
same subgenre of fic¬ 
tion as Christopher Bram’s 
Surprising Myself or Paul 
Russell’s The Salt Point: the 
gay yuppie novel. Such books 
typically feature sexually un¬ 
developed white boys ventur¬ 
ing from prestigious colleges 
into the mild dilemma of 
“making it.” These stories are 
deliberately unexceptional, 
their aim being to mirror the 
minor turmoil of the pre-Gen- 
eration X generation. 
Whether readers find such 
novels interesting largely de¬ 
pends upon whether they find 
this type of character interest¬ 
ing, since there’s not much 
else there. 

Exceptions exist — such as 
Oscar Moore’s A Matter of 
Life and Sex, which trans¬ 
formed its ordinary subject by 
fine writing and an inventive 
structure — but most of these 
books are as forgettable as 
our own daily lives. Good 
Boys is no exception. It 
traces the friendship of three 
Stanford boys from the early 
’80s into the early ’90s: 
Michael, the cute Jewish doc¬ 
tor; Drew, the cute Anglo 
lawyer; and Chris, the cute 
wimpy gay boy. Each suffers 
the various tortures of love; 
each survives to suffer more. 

The novel is most effective 
at evoking the camaraderie of 
this male triangle: what hap¬ 
pens between these men is 
usually more touching than 
what happens to any of them 
apart. But their friendship has 
strict limits. None of them 
can share what matters most 
with the other two. Drew 
can’t speak of Dana, the fem¬ 
inist lover who left him; nei¬ 
ther can Michael, who fucked 
Dana once before marrying 
Meredith, his perfect wife; 
and Chris can’t speak of 
Drew, his first and most en¬ 
during love. 


In this respect, Good Boys 
is frustratingly faithful to the 
American ideal of male bond¬ 
ing: friendship depends on 
men being blocked and fun¬ 
damentally inarticulate. Real 
men don’t talk; they whine. 
As if to underscore this point, 
the only truly intimate con¬ 
versation in the novel occurs 
between Chris and his lover 
Carl, but only after Carl’s 
safely dead. 

Given this standard, it’s 
not surprising that the most 
compelling character is not 
Chris, the brave little gay boy, 
or Michael, the introspective 
Jew, but Drew, the successful 
blond stud. Drew embodies 
the tantalizing contradiction 
of straight men: he’s archetyp- 
ically beautiful without a clue. 
Drew intellectualizes every¬ 
thing and understands noth¬ 
ing. He loves Chris without 
ever realizing why Chris 
loves him — and Chris, being 
a wimp, will never tell him. 

Thus Good Boys perpetu¬ 
ates the infatuations of adoles¬ 
cence, of helpless hopeless 
love, of golden boys desired 
but never touched. Its pains 
and pleasures are those of im¬ 
maturity, in which our 
dreams are only commensu¬ 
rate with our lack of insight 
and self-awareness. But it also 
confirms a base prejudice 
about yuppie men, gay or oth¬ 
erwise: good boys never grow 
up. ▼

ten’s works. In fact, perfor¬ 
mances of his Peter Grimes 
with Jon Vickers at the Met 
and last season’s perfor¬ 
mances of A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream by the San 
Francisco Opera are among 
the high points of my 28 
years of opera-going, and I 
have thoroughly enjoyed, on a 
much less exalted level, sever¬ 
al of his other operas. But 
Gloriana sounds like an 
opera respectfully composed 
by a dutiful subject for a very 
official occasion. Except for 
brief moments, there is a dis¬ 
tressing absence of passion 
and emotion, plus an abun¬ 
dance of music that would 
nicely fit a movie about Eliz¬ 
abeth and Essex without ever 
really distracting a viewer 
from the action on the screen. 

The recording also has two 
faults that are becoming in¬ 
creasingly common in new 
operatic releases. The dynam¬ 
ics are greatly overexaggerat¬ 
ed, so that if you turn the vol¬ 


ume up to actually hear the 
offstage chorus at the begin¬ 
ning of the opera (marked 
“forte” in the score, inciden¬ 
tally), by the time the orches¬ 
tra and singers all get going 
at a middling level, you’re in 
danger of blowing down the 
house. This happens so often 
it is necessary to keep the re¬ 
mote control in hand to con¬ 
stantly adjust the volume. 
(This is technological 
progress?) 

The other fault is a total 
absence of biographies of the 
performers in the accompany¬ 
ing 226-page booklet. I was 
enchanted by the sweet, pure 
lyric tenor voice of John Mark 
Ainsley in the small role of 
The Spirit of the Masque and 
would like to know where he 
sings, what other roles he has 
done. Providing such informa¬ 
tion used to be standard prac¬ 
tice in opera recordings, be¬ 
fore the arrival of the CD era. 
This, often, is no longer the 
case. 

It was impossible to listen

to Gloriana without thinking 
of the other opera on the 
subject of the doomed love 
between Elizabeth I and Es¬ 
sex, Donizetti’s Roberto Dev- 
ereux — an opera with more 
white hot emotion than even 
the controversy over gays in 
the military has generated. 
How well I remember numer¬ 
ous performances by Beverly 
Sills as Queen Elizabeth, 
working audiences into such 
a frenzy we screamed our¬ 
selves hoarse and threw con¬ 
fetti onto the stage, not only 
after Act III, but after Act II 
as well. 

Britten’s Gloriana could 
have used more of that. ▼

“Tedious orations, dotards 
on their knees,” sings the Earl 
of Essex shortly after the be¬ 
ginning of the second act of 
Benjamin Britten’s opera 
Gloriana, “I for one could 
yawn myself to death.” 

“Smart man,” I said, listen¬ 
ing to the opera’s recently re¬ 
leased world-premiere record¬ 
ing from Argo. “Only a third 
of the way into the work, and 
he already knows what the 
score is.” 

Britten wrote this “Corona¬ 
tion Opera” for the crowning 
of England’s Queen Elizabeth 
II, and its premiere in June 
1953, before an invited crowd 
of royalty and diplomats (the 
composer later called it “an 
audience of stuck pigs”), was 
something of a scandal at the 
time. Like Essex, the dressy 
audience was bored and hard¬ 
ly applauded at all. Critics 
seemed to feel the portrayal 
of Queen Elizabeth I — as a 
woman torn between her 
duty as queen and her love of 
Essex, whom she must sen¬ 
tence to death for treason — 


was not appropriate for the 
occasion. Though sometimes 
revived in England, the opera 
has pretty much languished 
ever since. 

Forty years later we can 
make up our own minds 
about the opera, thanks to 
this well-cast recording con¬ 
ducted by San Francisco 
Opera’s own principal guest 
conductor, Sir Charles Mack¬ 
erras, who has long been asso¬ 
ciated with Britten’s music. 
This is a recording every fan 
of Benjamin Britten, and ev¬ 
ery lover of 20th-century 
opera, will have to have, even 
if just to hear why Gloriana 
doesn’t really work. 

It is always dangerous to 
judge an opera without actu¬ 
ally seeing it on stage. But de¬ 
spite sympathetic perfor¬ 
mances from Josephine 
Barstow as Queen Elizabeth I 
and Philip Langridge as 
Robert Devereux, Earl of Es¬ 
sex (to mention only two of 
the generally excellent 
singers), it is easy to under¬ 
stand why the opera is not 
better known. 

Distressing Absence 

It is not that I dislike Brit-

Ben and Peter 

Benjamin Britten 

by Humphrey Carpenter; Charles Scribner's Sons, $30

T he Benjamin Britten 
who emerges from 
this new biography is 
not only one of the 
great composers of this centu¬ 
ry, but also a man full of con¬ 
tradictions to which he fierce¬ 
ly clung all of his life. 

He inspired selfless devo¬ 
tion and almost worshipful 
dedication among many peo¬ 
ple who worked with him, 
but he routinely threw away 
those same people for little or 
no reason (referring to them 
afterwards as “corpses”). His 
life-long relationship with 
tenor Peter Pears was ex¬ 
traordinarily open for the 
times in which the two men 
lived (a poster of one of their 
recitals in the ’40s was de¬ 
faced with “Pansy” scrawled 
over it). Yet Britten was gen¬ 
erally uncomfortable with his 
sexuality and would fly into 
rages with anyone who point¬ 
ed out the underlying homo¬ 
sexual elements which occur 
in almost all of his operas. 

An instinctive musician 
with a formidable technical 


facility for playing the piano, 
conducting and composing, he 
suffered physically before 
each performance to the ex¬ 
tent that he sometimes made 
himself so ill that subsequent 
concerts had to be canceled. 


Mother as Czar 

It was no accident Britten 
became a composer. His dom¬ 
ineering mother was deter¬ 
mined he would be “the 
fourth B,’’ after Bach, 
Beethoven and Brahms. To a 
remarkable extent she ruled 
his life until her death when 
Britten was in his twenties. 
When the composer wanted to 
use scholarship money to go to 
Vienna and study with Berg, 
his mother forbade it because 
she had heard a (false) rumor 
that Berg was “immoral.” 
Though Britten was over 21, he 
acquiesced to her demand. 

Shortly after finishing his 
studies, Britten met W. H. 
Auden and his circle of left 
wing intellectuals and writers

Discordant Sounds 

Touch of Music 

by Dorothy Clarke; New Victoria, $8.95 

Touch of Music is an unappealing novel, jam-packed with too 
much of everything — too much plot, too many crises, too much 
stuff — except coherence. Someone needs to tell Dorothy Clarke 
(I guess it will be me) that she can save some of her ideas for the 
next novel, indeed, the next several novels. 

Touch of Music includes two sets of lesbian parents: one set 
has a boy child and an involved father, the other a girl child and 
an absent father. Then there are the jobs: feminist magazine ed¬ 
itor (Zoe), registered nurse (Joan), feminist magazine writer (Rox- 
anna), singer-songwriter (Becky). 

Of course, Zoe makes enough money editing the feminist 
magazine to take Joan on a spur of the moment (read: undis¬ 
counted) trip to Hawaii. And Becky just happens to be fabulously 
wealthy, so that after she and Roxanna stop sniping at each oth¬ 
er, she can pay the medical costs of Roxanna’s daughter’s cancer 
treatments. None of the characters is distinctive, save for a single 
cute characteristic per each. 

Oh yes, and there are relationship problems and loads of pro¬ 
cessing and several cancer crises and more relationship problems 
and co-parenting problems and work problems and should I fall 
in love and should we kiss in front of the children and on and 
on and on ... . 

Whew! When Dickens put this much stuff in a novel, he did 
it with ten times as many words. Unfortunately, Clarke has so 
much stuff going on that she forgets to give us even one reason 
to care about any of it. A Touch of Music is a blast of cacopho¬ 
ny. 


Powerful Arguments 

Unleashing Feminism: Critiquing Lesbian Sadomasochism 
in the Gay '90s 

edited by Irene Reti; HerBooks, $8.95 

In 1982, appalled by the claim of some lesbian sadomasochists 
that S/M was in fact the cutting edge (no pun intended) of lesbian 
feminism, a group of women published Against Sadomasochism, 
a collection of essays that responded to the lie of a feminist S/M. 
Eleven years later, the new lie is the claim that feminists are 
women who hate sex and that practitioners of S/M are a belea¬ 
guered minority persecuted for their radical sexuality. 

Unleashing Feminism is a collection of essays, fiction, and 
poetry by women who actively affirm the contemporary rele¬ 
vance of feminism and who insist that the claim that feminists 
are prudish “good girls” who must be defied by sexually liber¬ 
ated “bad girls” is nothing more than S/M fantasy. 

The collection opens with Pat Parker’s poem “Bar Conversa¬ 
tion” in which she raises powerful questions: “Is this why we did 
it?/Did we grapple with our own who hated us/so women could 
use whips and chains?” 

Unleashing Feminism is a powerful collection filled with 
honest anger. Its authors issue a call for a newly born feminism, 
a feminism unafraid of politics, willing to dare all in order to se¬ 
cure women’s freedom. Audre Lord said: “The master’s tools 
will never dismantle the master’s house.” Surely aping the pa¬ 
triarchy’s objectification of the female body will not undermine 
the rule of men over women. _ Deborah Peikr 



which included Christopher 
Isherwood. Auden took the 
lead in trying to convince the 
rather asexual Britten to 
come out as a gay man, often 
writing him love poems and 
making passes. (Britten set 
some of the poems to music 
but apparently ignored Au¬ 
den’s invitations to bed.) 

Britten seems to have had 
little sexual experience before 
meeting Peter Pears through 
mutual friends in 1937. Two 
years later the two men, al¬ 
ready a couple, went to Cana¬ 
da and the U.S. for some con¬ 
certs and (in Grand Rapids, 
Michigan of all places) their 
relationship solidified. Thirty- 
five years later Pears wrote 
his partner, “It is you who 
have given me everything, 
right from the beginning, 
from yourself in Grand 
Rapids.” (According to the au¬ 
thor, Britten told several peo¬ 
ple he was “the more mascu¬ 
line of the couple in every re¬ 
spect except in bed.”) 


Pajama Parties 

Apparently Britten never 
strayed from Pears with an¬ 
other adult man, but through¬ 
out his life he was extremely 
affectionate with young boys 
(often losing all interest in 


them after they turned 17 or 
18, although some remained 
lifelong friends). With them 
he was helpful, compassion¬ 
ate, and generous with his 
time and his money. He also 
wrote them gushy letters. 
When Pears was away, the 
boys often slept in the same 
bed with Britten, although his 
physical affection only took 
the form of a parental kiss or 
caress. 


Britten told 
people he was

But with a few, Britten 
went further, sitting on the 
side of the tub while the boy 
took a bath (or asking them to 
sit when he took a bath), 
walking around nude, or urg¬ 
ing them to swim nude. The 
author quotes quite a number 


of Britten’s favorites, includ¬ 
ing two boys who say Britten 
actually asked them to have 
sex with him, but all the boys 
claim either not to have un¬ 
derstood what was going on 
or to have refused him. Ap¬ 
parently the composer never 
pushed the issue. (Surely in 
30-plus years someone said 
yes?) 

Since the author quotes 
generously from Britten’s di¬ 
aries and letters as well as in¬ 
terviews with hundreds of 
people who worked with or 
knew Britten, some omissions 
are puzzling. For instance, the 
author mentions that, in Jan¬ 
uary 1954, Britten was inter¬ 
viewed by Scotland Yard, 
which was stepping up ar¬ 
rests of gay men. (Between 
1953 and 1956, 480 men in 
England and Wales were con¬ 
victed of “sexual offenses” 
with other consenting adult 
men in private.) No action 
was taken against Britten, but 
we are never told what his re¬ 
action was to the interroga¬ 
tion. Given his touchiness 
about his sexuality it must 
have been an overwhelmingly 
traumatic experience. 

Some critics have unfairly 
criticized the author of this bi¬ 
ography for not providing 
more critical analysis of Brit¬ 
ten’s works. But the book is 
subtitled “A biography,” not 
“A life and critical study.” 
The author often spends sev¬ 
eral pages on a work, dis¬ 
cussing the music in some 
depth, pointing out how the 
key signatures and forms con¬ 
tribute to the work as a 
whole, all seemingly written 
with the interested layman — 
rather than the professional 
musician — in mind. I, for one, 
applaud that approach. 

In 1974, a very ill Britten 
listened to a BBC broadcast 
of the last joint recital he and 
Pears gave and wrote to 
Pears: “My darling heart. I 
feel I must write a squiggle 
which I couldn’t say on the 
telephone [to New York 
where Pears was performing] 
without bursting into those 
silly tears — I do love you so 
terribly, not only glorious 
you, but your singing ... . 
What have I done to deserve 
such an artist and man to 
write for?” The letter is 
signed “But I love you, I love 
you, I love you.” Two years 
later, Benjamin Britten died 
peacefully in Peter Pears’ 
arms. ▼

shockingly dramatic Belshaz¬ 
zar’s Feast, and Carl Orffs

A close look at the entire 
schedule and maybe a talk 
with a regular concertgoer 
should enable first-time or in¬ 
frequent visitors to Davies 
Hall to make some satisfying 
decisions. The hall really does 
sound better, and there is no 
substitute for being there. ▼

Symphony Season Preview

T he San Francisco 
Symphony’s 1993-94 
season begins 

Wednesday, Sept. 8, 
with a black-tie gala featuring 
violinist Itzhak Perlman. Un¬ 
usually, the program adheres 
to no specific theme, but 
opening night is more about 
watching than listening and 
the season proper gets under 
way the following week. Sub¬ 
scribers will have selected 
their concert series by now, 
still music lovers with interest 
in specific events can obtain 
single tickets beginning Aug. 
30. 

The orchestra’s 82nd sea¬ 
son, its second in acoustically 
renovated Davies Symphony 
Hall, includes a number of 
important local premieres and 
some exciting debuts. The 
symphony has also an¬ 
nounced four new series in 
addition to the regular sched¬ 
ule. Perhaps most intriguing 
is a three-concert series de¬ 
signed by nine-time Grammy 
Award winner Bobby McFer- 
rin. In June a French festival 
starring Jessye Norman, 
Samuel Ramey, Jerry Hadley, 
and Frederica von Stade will 
replace the usual Mozart or 
Beethoven celebration. 

Nineteen San Francisco 
premieres include John 
Adams’ eloquent rendering of 
Walt Whitman, The Wound 
Dresser. Inspired by the 
poet’s Civil War experiences, 
the composer is able to reflect 
on his own emotions about 


his dying father. In times 
when such matters are much 
on our minds, the spare and 
lovely score has proven to be 
one of the minimalist Adams’ 
most affecting. 

Another work of grief and 
dark contemplation is Henryk 
Gorecki’s Symphony No. 3, 
written in 1976 but enjoying a

belated and somewhat phe¬ 
nomenal success after sopra¬ 
no Dawn Upshaw recorded it 
with David Zinman and the 
London Sinfonietta for Elek- 
tra Nonesuch. It is moody and 
powerful stuff — perfect for 
people who think they don’t 
like serious music. The per¬ 
formances will take place in 
late March and early April, 
and quick action is suggested; 


this one will sell fast. 

Herbert Blomstedt, in his 
ninth year as music director 
and two seasons away from 
his departure in 1995, returns 
to his survey of the great 
works of Bruckner and 
Sibelius with the former’s 
massive Symphony No. 9 and 
the latter’s gorgeous, if 
derivative, Symphony No. 1. 
The 150th anniversary of Ed¬ 
vard Grieg’s birth will be cel¬ 
ebrated with an entire concert 
devoted to his wonderfully 
melodic works. 

Guest Shots 

Many international artists 
are returning for guest shots. 
Vladimir Ashkenazy, Roger 
Norrington, Andre Previn, 
and Kent Nagano (hot, hot ca¬ 
reer) hit the podium for con¬ 
ducting stints, and Michael 
Tilson Thomas will oversee 
performances of his own 
From the Diary of Anne 
Frank. Pianists Emanuel Ax, 
Alicia de Larrocha, Garrick 
Ohlsson, and Andras Schiff 
have all pleased in years past, 
but three young keyboard 
hunks should cause as much 
commotion as Ivo Pogorelich 
when looks and talent coin¬ 
cide. Italian Andrea Lucchesi- 
ni, Norwegian Leif Ove And¬ 
snes, and Finn Olli Mustonen 
have proven themselves on 
disc, but could make even 
more impact when they make 
their local debuts. 

Returning violinists in¬ 
clude heavyweights Itzhak 
Perlman, Midori, Shlomo

from its non-electrified begin¬ 
nings through its troubles 
with hostile natives and near¬ 
by straights, internal schisms, 
hypercommercial interlopers, 
and competitive towns. Re¬ 
flected here are the economic 
and sociological shifts that 
took place in the U.S. over 
half a century, plus the im¬ 
pact of the growing gay na¬ 
tional consciousness, especial¬ 
ly in the post-Stonewall peri¬ 
od. 

Newton’s book shows the 
formation of a double micro: 
cosm: Cherry Grove as repre¬ 
sentative of both gay America 
and U.S. society in general, 
where values change marked¬ 
ly under both internal and ex¬ 
ternal influences. 

Notorious Changes 

Of course, one of the most 
notorious changes was the ad¬ 
vent of really wild sexual 
promiscuity in the Racks, 
which were/are walkways and 
paths across the shrubby 
dunes. In one respect, this 
raw outburst was a reflection 
of the increased sexual license 
the whole country experi¬ 
enced in the latter half of our 
century, but it was also a 
demonstration of how much 
sexual freedom gay men 
could grasp, given conducive 
circumstances. 

Though Newton is a rela¬ 
tively conservative lesbian 
herself, she keeps to a fair, 
objective interpretation of this 
gay male phenomenon by be¬ 
ginning with, “First of a11, gay 
men are men,” then remind¬ 
ing the reader of Kinsey’s 
findings, pointing out the in¬

evitability of pairing in a pro¬ 
fuse network of randy males, 
then concluding that this de¬ 
velopment did more good 
than harm as an answer to 
the hypocritical heterosexual 
mores of the dominant cul¬ 
ture, with its double standard. 

Ironically, more trouble 
came from the young and of¬ 
ten drugged heteros who day- 
tripped out to the island and 
were often more public with 
their sexual action than the 
gays. 

From its beginning, Cher¬ 
ry Grove as a gay community 
depended on drag as a unify¬ 
ing element and for defiant 
joy. Costume theme parties 
were the rule, and cross-dress¬ 
ing — and acting — was the 
hallmark of the Arts Project, 
the village’s earliest, liveliest, 
and most characteristic orga¬ 
nization. As a gay mecca, the 
Grove contrasts sharply with 
the Castro and its politics, as 
analyzed by Frances Fitzger¬ 


ald in her City on the Hill. 

Though the tenor of life in 
Cherry Grove is much 
changed since its anarchic 
and ebullient start many 
decades ago, and many of its 
originators have died or 
moved away, those who sur¬ 
vive or who have supplanted 
the departed have, Newton 
feels, maintained something 
vital: “Most Grovers shared 
an intense gay identity — to be 
part of it was why they had 
come.” 

Actually, the whole book is 
a salute to that spirit. ▼

Cherry Grove, Fire Island 
by Esther Newton; Beacon Press, $24

M eccas, even gay 
ones, develop 
with significant 
differences, as an¬ 
thropologist Esther Newton 
(New York State University, 
Purchase) demonstrates in 
this study subtitled 60 Years 
in America’s First Gay and 
Lesbian Town. Cherry 
Grove, on Fire Island just off 
the south shore of Long Is¬ 
land, New York, in the ’20s 
and ’30s attracted its first gays 
from the Broadway theatre 
and Greenwich Village. 

They brought their camp, 
costume parties, and giddy ca¬ 
maraderie and set the tone 
for this primitive beach vil¬ 
lage, where they found they 
could publicly be themselves. 
For the most part, it was a 
summer world, but it became 
a special microcosm of the 
emerging gay American com¬ 
munity of its time. Newton 
characterizes it thus in pre¬ 
senting Kay, her longtime les¬ 
bian friend and Grove pio¬ 
neer: 


Like Kay, Cherry Grove is 
ultimately apoli deal, patriotic, 
charming beyond anything, 
and utterly subversive. ... 
Grovers were caught in mid¬ 
flight between escaping and 
nesting, between voluntary 
exile and the longing to be¬ 
long. Their radical anger was 
continually buffered by the 
romantic conservatism of 
white middle-class people 
who had been dumped on 
and deprived of their 
birthright only because they 
were gay... . 

Using the copious testimo¬ 
ny of surviving original 
Grovers and some later ar¬ 
rivals, Newton traces the evo¬ 
lution of this special village

Paul, The Un-Kafka 

LOVE Enter 

by Paul Kafka; Houghton Mifflin Co., $19.95

I t’s hard to get past that 
surname. Yes, young 
novelist Paul Kafka, au¬ 
thor of the recently pub¬ 
lished LOVE Enter, is dis¬ 
tantly related to the famous 
Franz, but that factoid has lit¬ 
tle bearing on his first novel. 
Indeed, it would be hard to 
find a book less Kafkaesque 
than this one. 

The tale largely consists of 
the recollections of a medical 
student, Dan Shoenfeld, who 
reminisces, during his down¬ 
time on an obstetrics rotation, 
about a season in Paris. The 
computer-age title refers to 
the book’s central conceit, 
which is that the narrative 
takes the form of letters Dan 
is writing on the ward’s com¬ 
puter to the three other prin¬ 
cipals of his Paris adventures: 
Bou, Margot, and Beck. When 
he’s finished, he’ll send E- 
mail copies to them via Inter¬ 
net with the push of a button. 
So ’90s of him. 

Paris, as you might expect 
from its long literary tradi¬ 
tion, is seen through a veil of 
nostalgia and romance. Dan 
falls in love with both Margot 
and Bou, who happen to have 
lovers already: each other. 
The Paris sections of LOVE 
Enter are the ultimately 
doomed working out of the 
ramifications of a straight boy 
badly smitten with a couple 
of gay women. 


The details are less pre¬ 
dictable than one might think. 
Dan’s roomie Beck defends 
the sanctity of the women’s 
chosen love arrangement with 
surprising zeal. Dan himself 



is one of those liberated 
straight men. For one thing, 
he’s a ballet dancer. Some of 
the best scenes in the book 
are set in his rehearsals and 
performances.

sissy jokes: Beck calls his 
classes “twinkle school,” and 
even Margot taunts him for 
having DAP — Dancer Atten¬ 
tion Span. 

Still, for all his curiosity 
about the lesbians’ lovemak¬ 
ing — an interest they de¬ 
nounce as blatant voyeurism 
— Dan has negligible interest 
in exploring homosex in his 
own gender. Even though he 
moves through circles of 
dancers, he attests, “Gay men 
shared a world I’d seen the 
shores of, and I was afraid of 
going there. I thought that 
new world would crumble 
away beneath my feet as soon 
as I reached it, and that at the 
same moment I’d find I 
couldn’t get back to where I’d 
started.” Perhaps unintention¬ 
ally, Kafka has given us a 
rare insight into the irra¬ 
tionality of homophobia. 


An Element of Expertise 

While Beck razzes him as 
the “official mascot of the 
Yale Lesbians Overseas,” Dan 
does in fact push the envelope 
of one partner’s bisexuality. 
There are few happy endings 
in the Book of Love, and I’ll 
leave the secrets of this one 
for the reading. 

However, LOVE Enter is 
an unusual and intriguing 
novel, not so much for the bo¬ 
hemian love arrangements of 


its Paris chapters as for the 
hospital scenes which frame 
them. The best passages are 
the ones set in the OB/GYN 
ward where Dan delivers ba¬ 
bies. I am always captivated 
by prose which demonstrates 
an element of expertise, 
whether in whaling or the 
Tangier drug trade, and here 
the details of hospital birthing 
are lovingly related. This is a 
narrator who is prone to say, 
“I felt my metatarsals bow 
up”; he marvels at one in¬ 
fant’s Moro reflex, another’s 
palmar grasp. There is even a 
revealing segment in which a 
midwife’s world clashes with 
the priorities of Western 


medicine. 

If all this seems like a 
strange mix for one book, it 
is. But, to paraphrase John 
Barth, a novel should be big 
enough to swing a cat around 
in. Kafka brings diverse expe¬ 
rience to his work, besides 
the family name. His grand- 
mom founded a symphony, 
his parents are musicians and 
scientists, and he is an accom¬ 
plished ballet and modern 
dancer. All this rampant cul¬ 
ture is somehow imputed to 
his character Dan, who looks 
good in tights and he’s an 
empathetic obstetrician. 
More’s the pity he never met 
the right boy. ▼

To Your Health 


A Question of Stress

M ost of us take for 
granted, at least 
in a superstitious 
kind of way, that 
stress can affect our health. 
We’ve become accustomed to 
statements like, “I’ve been re¬ 
ally stressed-out. Maybe that’s 
why I caught a cold.” 

The fact is that stress has 
been shown to lower the effi¬ 
ciency of our immune system, 
though most people do not re¬ 
alize the alarming extent to 
which this is true. In addition, 
“stress” can be caused by a lot 
more than you’d think and 
can affect us in a number of 
ways. 

First, let’s define that very 
commonly used word, 
“stress.” According to Hans 
Selye, an expert on the sub¬ 
ject as well as the great pio¬ 
neer of psychosomatic 
medicine, there are two defi¬ 
nitions, a simple one and an 
abstract medical one. The for¬ 
mer is “the rate of wear and 
tear within the body,” and 
the latter is “the state mani¬ 
fested by a specific syndrome 
which consists of all the non- 
specifically induced changes 
within a biologic system” (Se¬ 
lye, 1956). 

Though stress is an inte¬ 
gral element in the biological 
scheme of any living organ¬ 
ism, the degree of stress 
caused by sophisticated West¬ 
ern culture is excessive. We 
were not designed to have to 
deal with the physical and 
psychological stresses of mod-

ern life. In the “old days,” 
stress was dealt with in one 
of two ways: fight or flight. 
Our biological system, along 
with other animal systems, is 
set up to respond accordingly. 

No. 1 Problem 

However, it is no longer 
possible or practical to fight 
against or flee from what we

are presented with in our dai¬ 
ly lives. The result is that 
stress accumulates, and even¬ 
tually our bodies/psyches go 
on overload. As a result, 
stress-related psychological 
and physiological disorders 
have become the number-one 
social and health problem. 

For example, four disor¬ 
ders often described as “the 
afflictions of civilization” have 
become especially prominent 
in the United States, Western 
Europe, and Japan: cardiovas¬ 
cular disorders, cancer, arthri¬ 
tis, and respiratory diseases 


(including bronchitis and em¬ 
physema). According to many 
sources, diet, environmental 
contamination, and the in¬ 
creased psychosocial stress of 
post-industrial societies are 
considered major contributing 
factors in their development. 

Of course, there are many 
more physical and mental dis¬ 
orders or discomforts that can 
be attributed to stress; this is 
merely the tip of the iceberg. 
The problem is, what do we 
do about it? 

First, here is a brief 
overview of what happens to 
the human animal who is de¬ 
nied the choice of either fight 
or flight. Hans Selye re¬ 
searched this question in The 
Stress of Life (1956), still con¬ 
sidered the classic in this 
field. 

Working initially with rats 
and using various kinds of 
stressors, he found four con¬ 
sistent results as regards 
changes in the rats: enlarge¬ 
ment of the adrenal glands; 
shrinkage of the thymus, 
spleen, lymph nodes, and 
lymphatic structures; an al¬ 
most total disappearance of a 
type of white blood cell; and 
bleeding ulcers in the lining 
of the stomach or duodenum. 
Though I promise not to get 
any more medical than this, I 
hope it is becoming clearer 
how life stresses can affect 
the immune system. 

More Alarming 

What is even more alarm¬ 
ing — and why it becomes so 


Gay and Lesbian Tennis Boom 


During the past several 
years, the gay and lesbian ten¬ 
nis circuit has grown at a 
rapid rate. New tennis clubs 
and tournaments are forming 
all the time, and the Gay and 
Lesbian Tennis Alliance 
(GLTA) is helping to coordi¬ 
nate this growth. 

GLTA was established 
three years ago, the brain¬ 


child of Scott Williford of the 
San Diego Tennis Federation. 
With the popularity of tennis 
activities in our community 
on the rise, Williford felt it 
was important to have an or¬ 
ganization which could assist 
new clubs in getting estab¬ 
lished and in hosting better 
tournaments. 

Thanks in large part to the

efforts of the GLTA, there 
are now 21 gay and lesbian 
tennis clubs, including mem¬ 
ber clubs in Canada and Aus¬ 
tralia. Currently there are 14 
GLTA sanctioned tourna¬ 
ments on the circuit with ad¬ 
ditional ones proposed for 
next year. 

Not to be outdone by the 
pros, the GLTA has estab¬ 
lished its own computerized 
national ranking system, 
which tracks results from all 
sanctioned tournaments. The 
current nationally ranked No. 
1 player in the men’s division 
is Chris Stapes from Miami, 
and in the women’s, it’s LA’s 
Tina Rimer. 

However, the national 
tournaments have divisions 
for players of all levels — from 
pros to those just beginning 
to enjoy the sport’s appeal. 
Upcoming tournaments in¬ 
clude Los Angeles (Sept. 4-6), 
Atlanta (Sept. 3-6), Portland 
(Sept. 4-6), and Washington, 
D.C. (Sept. 17-19).

important to learn techniques 
to alleviate and/or deal with 
this phenomenon in positive 
ways — is that even everyday 
events can be a potential 
source of stress. In fact, we 
“are actually under stress ev¬ 
ery time [we] are required to 
adapt or adjust to personal, 
social, and environmental in¬ 
fluences, positive or negative” 
(Pelletier, 1977). 

Studies have shown time 
and again that normal mile¬ 
stones, such as marriage, 
pregnancy, a job change, a ge¬ 
ographic move, can be a 
source of extreme stress. It is 
at these times that a person 
often becomes sick. The use 
ot alcohol, coffee, or tranquil¬ 
izers, though meant to reduce 
stress (mental), can often 
cause it (physical). (Please 
note that it is really unrealis¬ 
tic to try to separate mental 
from physical, especially in 
this area, and I do so only for 
purposes of illustration.) 

Job stress affe^s nearly ev¬ 
eryone and can be the source 
of many ailments, from 
chronic back pain to heart at¬ 
tacks. In fact, in a well-known 
study of postal workers 
whose number-one work¬ 
man’s compensation problem 
was chronic back problems, it 
was found that those workers 
unhappy with their co-work¬ 
ers or environment were 
much more likely to end up 
on disability for back pain.

Other research has shown 
that boredom on the job can 
be more dangerous to a per¬ 
son’s health than excessive ac¬ 
tivity. 

On the positive side of the 
question, many things have 
been found to reduce stress. 
A good sense of community, 
of belonging, is one. Studies 
of different ethnic cultures in 
the United States indicate 
that those members who have 
remained close, as compared 
to those who have become 
more isolated from their 
group, seem to fare better. 

Also, attitude can go a long 
way. How one perceives 
and/or reacts to a situation 
can greatly affect the out¬ 
come. And certainly everyone 
is well-versed by now on the 
differences between Type A 
and Type B personalities and 
their likelihood of disease 
profiles. 

The truth is that the issue 
of stress is complicated and 
multifaceted. Though we are 
being literally bombarded 
from all sides at all times, we 
can increase our coping ex¬ 
pertise and remain relatively 
healthy and sound. My next 
column will focus on some of 
these coping techniques. ▼

A lmost 300 people wit¬ 
nessed the competi¬ 
tion for the first-ever 
Ms. and Mr. Deaf 
California Leather titles last 
Saturday night, Aug. 14, on 
the patio of the SF-Eagle. In 
her maiden voyage as an em¬ 
cee, the delightful Rainbeau 
did the chore alone for the 
first half and managed to quip 
her way through it all. This 
child has potential as an em¬ 
cee and will do just fine thank 
you! The inimitable Danny 
Williams managed to get a 
few thousand guffaws with 
his slightly irreverent but fun¬ 
ny sarcasm for the second 
half — I mean everybody’s 
sides were aching! 

With a total of seven con¬ 
testants (five men and two 
women), it was a learning ex¬ 
perience to judge with Jeff 
Barrett (San Diego), Emerson 
Briney, Audrey Joseph, Steve 
Kennedy (Los Angeles), Ann 
Soucy-West, Frank Strona 
and Skeeter Wildman. 

From the onset, beginning 
with the pre-judging in the af¬ 
ternoon to the actual competi¬ 
tion before the audience, I be¬ 
came aware of the gap be¬ 
tween hearing and non-hear¬ 
ing people even within the 
leather community.

Madonna Gets a Spanking 

Madonnarama: Essays on Sex and Popular Culture 
Edited by Lisa Frank and Paul Smith; Cleis Press, $9.95

I n the 1800 s, crowds 
would mass in New 
York harbor, waiting for 
the latest installment of 
a Dickens serial to reach our 
shores. Unwilling to wait for 
the ship to dock, much less 
for the magazine to be deliv¬ 
ered to booksellers and sub¬ 
scribers, people shouted at 
the captain, “Is Little Nell 
dead?” 

This sort of spontaneous 
desire for a literary commod¬ 
ity is rare if not practically 
nonexistent today. Even the 
sequel to Gone With The 
Wind needed a publicity ma¬ 
chine to work the public into 
a feeding frenzy. And if 
Madonna’s Sex is remem¬ 
bered for anything in the fu¬ 
ture, it will probably be for 
the amount of hype generated 
by Time-Warner in anticipa¬ 
tion of the book, the record, 
the movie — the advent of 
Madonna as omnisexual mul¬ 
ti-media messiah. Evidently 
the paperback Sex has been 
cancelled by the publisher. 


Sexual Obsession 

Madonnarama is a pack¬ 
age of critical essays by gay 
and lesbian authors and crit¬ 
ics that is often less about 
Sex the book than Sex the 
media event, dealing with 
both the manufacture of con¬ 
senting adult consumers for 
the product, and critical reac¬ 
tion to the product. The edi¬ 
tors’ introductory essay is a 
fine piece of journalism that 
details the orchestration of a 
“media event,” but their bias 
is evident. “What else is there 
besides sex, race, capital and 
power?” they ask, setting the 
dialogue up in Foucault-gov¬ 
erned terms that omit any hu¬ 
man motivations outside of 
the desire for power. To 
them, Sex is all about issues 
of control, and sexuality is 
about conquest and domina¬ 
tion. 

The authors, however, 
don’t conform to this limited 
view. These widely differing 
critics agree on some points — 
that the book isn’t really very 
sexy, and that the text is full 
of ... one hates to use the 
catch-all term “racism, sex¬ 
ism, and homophobia,” — an 
expression condensed by the 
Left into one idea — but the 
evidence is there. 

The critics perceive racism 
in Sex when a Puerto Rican 
gives Madonna crabs; they 
see sexism in the absence of 
male penises which seems to 
validate allegations that the 
book is oriented toward the 
“male gaze”; and they find ho¬ 
mophobia when Madonna’s 
Dita character is repulsed to 
find her boyfriend and anoth¬ 
er man together (“I think I’m 
gonna be sick”). Madonna 
even tosses in some looksism 
with a gratuitous declaration 
that fat people are “overindul- 
gent pigs” and that they dis¬ 
gust her. Madonna is not con¬ 
tent to celebrate sexuality, 
she has to stop and tell us 
who isn’t sexy. 

Now, Voyeur 

The critics also agree that 
she’s basically a voyeur. An-

drew Ross on the presenta¬ 
tion of the underground sex 
circuit: “The images of this 
scene are actually a suburban¬ 
ite’s idea of the decadent un¬ 
derground city life, internal¬ 
ized and repackaged as an ur¬ 
ban swinger’s idea of home, 
sweet home.” Douglas Crimp 
and Michael Warner note the 
similarities to her Justify My 
Love video: “The camera 
shows her going into the 
room at the beginning and 
leaving it at the end, and that 
frames it as safely somewhere 
else. She’s done the same 
thing in Sex.” John Cham¬ 
pagne: “It is, after all, Madon¬ 
na’s version of sex that this 
book takes as its subject: 
Madonna the star visits sex 
the foreign land.” 


Madonna is 
not content to 
celebrate 
sexuality, she 
has to stop 
and tell us 
who isn't 
sexy. 


Champagne has the best 
reaction to the book’s innate 
sense of slumming and repul¬ 
sion. He notes that he took a 
“certain pleasure” in Madon¬ 
na’s disgust at the sight of 
two men having sex. In the 
midst of this supposedly dar¬ 
ing book, actually manufac¬ 
tured by a large corporation 
and therefore inherently non¬ 
revolutionary, “if even the hip 
Dita/Madonna thinks it’s 


gross to be a gay man, per¬ 
haps there is still something 
worthwhile to be said for it.” 

Time-Warner did not hand 
a huge sum of money to 
Madonna the pornographer, 
but to Madonna the market¬ 
ing genius. She has not really 
transgressed any boundaries, 
but has instead only provided 
an official atlas of how far 
those boundaries have al¬ 
ready moved in our culture; 
had she really crossed them, 
Time-Warner would not have 
published this book. What we 
learn from Sex is not what is 
now permitted but — by its 
absence — how much is still 
not acceptable. What we learn 
from Madonnarama is that 
M’s Sex experiment was 
passe immediately upon pub¬ 
lication. Madonna not only 
didn’t reveal a new sexuality, 
she didn’t even approach the 
subject with a fresh attitude.
